One District Secures Gold Delegates, 
but the Unit Rule Renders 
Them Powerless. 


Staunton, Va., June 4.—The democratic 
state convention was. called to order at 
noon in Columbian hall by Hon. J. T. E1- 
lison, chairman of the state committee. 

John Bell Bigger, clerk of the Virginia 
house of delegates and the veteran secre- 
tary of democratic conventions, was made 
temporary chairman, and Joseph Button, of 
Appomattox, temporary secretary. 

In assuming the chair Mr. Bigger made 
one of the briefest speeches of his public 
life and at once proceeded to the business 
before him. 

Senator Daniel, who is the most consp‘cu- 
ous figure of this big gathering, occupied 
a seat with the Lynchburg delegation in 
the body of the hall. 

Steering Committee’s Work. 

s steering silver committee refused to 
recommend the unit rule, but did recom- 
mond one providing for instructing the del- 
@gates to Chicago. 

The usual committees on permanent or- 
Ganization were appointed, and at 1 o’clock 
the convention took a recess until 3:30 
o'clock. 

Senator Daniel was made chairman of 
the platform committee. 

The gold minority on this important com- 
mittee includes B. B. Munford and Lieuten- 
ant Governor Kent.

ing elected their delegates to Chicago and 
their district electors.

“We are for ‘sound mon Ssoundest the 
world has ever had or have, the 
money of the constitution, the, money of 
the people, the money of civilization 


through ages past and destined to be 
such as we believe for ages to come. 
“This sound money should consist of gold, 
silver and paper redeemable in silver. or 
gold at the option of the payer, the units 
of the whole mass to be kept at parity 
by coinage rights and equal legal tender 
function, the only method by which the 
arity of the two metals has been contin- 
uously and successfully maintained. We 
hold to the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country and 
to the coinage of both gold and silver 
without discriminating against either met- 
al or charge for mintage. The immediate 
and complete restoration of the bimetallism 
of money which. existed in the United 
States from 1793 to 1873 is, in our opinion, 
demanded by the interests of commerce, 
manufactures and agriculture, which are 
alike suffering from the continuous fall 
of prices and the consequent embarrass- 
ment of bankruptcy of those engaged 
therein, and in order to restore it we de- 
mand the full and unlimited coinage of 
both silver and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1 
without waiting for the assent or concur- 
rence of any other nation. It cannot be 
that this great nation, the foremost of the 
earth in riches and power, is unable to 
form a financiai system of its own, and 
while we would welcome an _interna- 
tional agreement that would settle the 
vexed question, we are unwilling to defer 
action or make the interest of our own 
people dependent upon the course of others. 
“We warn our ctuntrymen that unless 
silver is upheld as money of redemption 
and sustained at a parity with gold by 
equal privileges at the mint and by equai 
tender function a further contraction of 
the currency and the further accumula- 
tion of public indebtedness will be inevit- 
able. We have $4 less per capita in circula- 
tion now than we had in Novemiber, 1893, 


when the Sherman law was repealed, and in 
y 


the present strained condition of our re- 
sources, the deficits of revenue and the 
fall of prices each further contraction of 
money and accumulation of debt would 
paralyze business, lower wages and bring 
upon the country widespread panic and 
ruin. 

“We hereby instruct all of the delegatés 
from Virginia to the national democratic 
convention at Chicago to vote for a plat- 
form declaring for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of 
16 to 1 and for the candidates for presi- 
dent and vice president who openly advo- 
cate that principle.” 


The Gold Men Have Their Say. 

Mr. B. B. Munford presented - ere 
report representing the views of the gold 
men on the fimaneia: quesion. .

“We demand that the volume of our cur- 
rency shall be commensurate with the 
frowing population and business develop- 
ment of the country; that every dollar of 
gold and silver put in circulation shall be 
of‘ equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
ard that the present gold standard of 
value shall be maintained; neither depreci- 
ated by legislation so neither the earnings 
of the labor nor the capitalist shall be low- 
ered, nor creditors defrauded: nor appre- 
Clated debtors would have their burdens 
augmented and the value of all forms of 
wealth, except money,*be greatly lessened. 
We hold to the use of gold and silver and 
the coinage of eWery dollar of both metals 
as long as their parity can be maintained. 
We are unalterably opposed to the free- 
independent and unlimited coinage of. sil- 
ver by this government at the ratio of 16 
to 1, or at any other arbitrary ratio without 
intérnational agreement with the leading 
ro of the world in regard to the same.,”’

Mr. Glennan, of Norfolk, one of the gold 
delegates to the national convention, said if 
the instructions adopted had the effect of a 
unit rule he would go to the convention and 
have his vote recorded as directed by the 
majority of the delegation. If, however, he 
had to cast that vote himself under these 
instructions he would do*so as his district 
had directed. 

Mr. West, of Nansemond county, the 
other gold delegate from the second dis- 
trict, explained that his position was simi- 
lar to his colleague. 

The explanation of these two gentlemen 
caused the convention to suspend the rules 
and adopt the unit rule. The resolution 
providing for this authorizes the chairman 
of the Virginia delegation at Chicago to 
cast the votes of all its members as a ma- 
jority thereof shall determine. 

A resolution was adopted expressing a 
desire that John W. Daniel shall be named 
by the national convention as one of the 
members of the presidential ticket. The 
convention elected as delegate at large to 
Chicago John W. Daniel, W. A. Jones, H. 
S. K. Morrison and C. A. Swanson.

When the Goldbug Contestants Were 
Ruled Out the Work Went

Lexington, Ky., June 4.—-The democratic 
state convention was called to order at 9:20 
o’clock this morning with the number of 
delegates greatly thinned out, a number 
heving returned to their homes. 

The chair at once called for reports of 
the committees, - 

The report of the committee on perma- 
nent organization as adopted arranged for 
a complete reorganization of the party ma- 
chinery from precinct committeemen up. 
Every gold man is to be fired and a free 


coinage Blackburn man appointed in his 


stead. 

Major P. P. Johnson, of this city, 
named as chairman of the state central 
committee, and it can be stated that only 
free coinage men will be nominated fcr 
congress outside of the Louisville district 


this fall. 

Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge was called 
on for a speech and his appearance on the 
stage brought forth a torrent of applause. 
He made a strong speech for “sound 
money.”’ 

The credentials committee reported short- 
ly after 10 o'clock. The majority report 
threw out the “sound money” delegation 
from Graves county, the sixth and seventh 
wards and alt of the eighth and ninth 
wards of Louisville and half of those trom 
Bourbon and Kenton county. It was fol- 
lowed by a minority 
from the “sound money” men. 

Stone and Williams, 

Colonel H. L. Stone. of Louisville; made 
a scathing speech in defense of the Louia- 
ville delegation. He wus particularly se- 
vere on Captain Jim William, and when 
he referred to the captain’s record 
bully, Williams, who was down in_fronf, 
started for Colonel Stone, shaking his fist, 
but he was pulled back. 

Jack Chinn then began to shout at Stone. 
He was wild with rage, but he was sup- 
pressed, and Colonel Stone kept on. lack- 
burn’s vengeance against ex-Speaker A. 
J. 
said, was the cause of the unseating of 
the sixth and seventh ward delegations, 
of which Carroll was a member. 

T. TT. Finn, of Franklin, defended the 
majority report, denying all of Colonel 
Stone’s charges. 

The majority report was adupted by @ 
vote of 678 to 214. 

The unseated delegates then left the hall. 

The expected bolt of the remaining Louis- 
ville ‘sound money” delegates did not take

tion named Hon. Charles K. Wheeler, of 
McCracken, for permanent chairman. 

The naming of William Goebel, of Coving- 
ton, as a member of the state central com- 
mittee from the state-at-large, caused a 
spirited fight. Mr. Goebel was finally elect- 
ed by acclamation. 

The report of the committee on_ per- 
manent organization was adopted and Mr. 
Wheeler took the chair. 

The Delegates Named. 

Senator Blackburn, P. Watt Hardin, John 
S Rhea and Congressman W. T. Ellis 
were elected delegates-at-large to the Chi- 


cago convention by acclamation. 

The majority report of the committee on 
resolutions was adopted with a whoop. It 
reaffirms democratic principles, instructs 
for Blackburn for president and is the same 
as was printed this morning. 

The minority report omits indorsing 
Blackburn. Its financial plank reads: 

“We jnsist upon a firm maintenance of 
the present legal standard of value with 
such use of legal tender, silver coins and 
paper convertible into coin on demand as 
can be maintained without impaifment or 
endangering the credit of the goVernment 
or. diminishing the purchasing or debt-pay- 
ing power of the money in the hands of the 
peopie, and in the absence of an interna- 
tional agreement we protest against the 
free coinage cf silver or compulsory pur- 
chase of silver bullion by the United States 
as injurious to the industrial and commer- 
cial interest of the country and especially 
aisastrous to the interests of the farmer 
and jaboring man.” 

The convention adjourned at 1:57 o’clock.

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NOMINATED THE THIRD TIME. 


The Maine Populists Declare for Both 


Metals—Candidate for Governor. 

Lewiston, Me., June 4.—The Maine popu- 
list convention was held in Auburn today 
with 425 delegates present. 

The resolutions reaffirm devotion to the 
principles of the Omaha platform, demand 
the coinage of both silver and gold in a 
ratio of 16 to 1, without asking the consent 
of any other nation; demand the payment 
of our bonded debt and that herefater no 
bonds shall be issued under any circum- 
stances: demand that congress shall as- 
sume its constitutional right to issue a 
greenback currency which shall be a full 
legal tender for all debts, public and pri- 
vate. until the sum total of money in cir- 
culation shall reach $50 per capita. 

The resolutions also favor the govern- 
ment possession of all railroad, telegraph 
and telephone systems, that all undesirable 
foreign immigration be prohibited and that 
all trusts and combinations founded for 
the purpose of speculation shall be prohib- 
ited and their promoters treated as public 
outlaws. 

Professor Luther C. Bateman, of Au- 
burn, was nominated «for governor by ac- 
clamation. Bateman has twice before 
been the nominee. Professor Bateman ac- 
cepted the nomination in a brief speech. 
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ON THE ANTI-BOND BILL, 
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Mr. Dingley Reads a Report in Which 
the Administration Is Criticised. 
Washington, June 4.—The house ways 
and means committee today made short 
work of the senate Dill, prohibiting the 
further issuance of bonds without .the 


consent of congress. 

When the committee met this morning 
a motion made yesterday by Mr. Wheeler, 
of Alabama, to report the bill favorably to 
the house was pending. Before action was 
taken on this motion :.Mr. Dingley, of 
Maine, chairman of the committee, read 
to the members, all of whom were pres- 
ent excepting Mr. Crisp and Mr. McLau- 
rin, a report which he had drawn on the 
bill in anticipation of today’s” meeting. 
This report was long and its reading con- 
sumed twenty minutes. It is described, in 
a general way, as a criticism of the ad- 
ministration for its imsistence that the 
present tariff law will furnish sufficient 
revenue for the necessities of the govern- 
ment” It ecuntained also a criticism of 
the senate for its failure to concur in the 
revenue measure sent to that body early 
in the session and expressed regret that 
the senate had done nothing to relieve the 
situation, but had, on the contrary, in- 
tensified it. Mr. Dingley’s conclusions 
were that the adoption of the bond bill by 
congress would result in panic, ruin and 
bankruptcy. 

When Mr. Dingley finished Mr. Grosve- 
nor, of Ohio, moved to amend. Mr. 
Wheeler’s motion by substituting the word 
‘‘adversely” for ‘‘favorably,’’ and on this 
he demanded the yeas and nays. Those 
who voted to report the bill to the house 
adversely were Chairman Dingley and 
(Messrs. Payne of New York, Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, Hopkins of Illinois, Grosve- 
nor of Ohio, Russell of Connecticut, Dol- 
liver of Iowa, Steele of Indiana, Johnson 
of North Dakota, Evans of Kentucky and 
Tawney of* Minnesota, republicans, and 
Turner of Georgia and Cobb of Missouri, 
democrats. The two negative votes were 
cast by Wheeler of Alabama and MeMil- 
lin of Tennessee. 

Mr. Hopkins stated that if the minority 
members desired to make their report the 
opportunity would be given them. Mr. 
Wheeler replied that he regarded the 
proposition as so important that it should 
be brought before the house without de- 
lay. He stated that he would endeavor to 
prepare a report reflecting the views of 
the minority this afternoon. In this re- 
port Mr. Wheeler will show that the first 
expression of the democratic platform of 
1876 demanded the repeal of the resump- 
tion act. He will also assert that while 
the integrity of the present executive is 
unassailable, the power to issue bonds is 
greater than ought to be vested in any 
chief magistrate, and that the responsi- 
bility for such matters should be-divided 
with congress. 

Mr. Dingley’s majority report is st‘ll in- 
complete in some particulars, and for this 
reason the bill will not be reported to the 
house ent tomorrow and possibly not 


until urday.

Stevenson Silent Too Long. 

Though urged often to make a written 
declaration, Mr. Stevenson has declined to 
do so. A month ago he told Senator Mor- 
gan he would issue a ringing letter, but 
that has not yet been published. To 
others who have approached him this 
week he has been non-communicative. 

“If there is a silver democrat in. the 
senate for Stevenson, I don’t know him,”’ 
said Senator Berry, of Arkansas, today. 
‘Tt’'s too late for him to speak out now.” 

‘‘Yes,’’ said Senator Pugh, of Alabama, 
‘when he was urged to speak a word for 
the cause in Illinois and Kentucky he re- 
mained silent. We all like Stevenson. He 
is a clever gentleman, but he has been 
silent too long. We must nominate a man 
who has been identified with the issue. 
With such a candidate I feel confident of 
democratic success.”’ 

McKinley’s Letter. 

A New York paper printed a letter this 
morning which McKinley wrote in 1890 to 
a farmers’ allianceman in Ohio in which 
he says he is for the use of both gold and 
silver on an equality. 

When asked what effect that would have 
the above quoted silver republican senator

said: 

“That is of no importance. It hardly 
scratches to stain. We have no confidence 
in McKinley as a silver man. A compro- 
mise platform will mean but a gold decla- 
ration.”’

GOVERNOR MATTHEWS WRITES 
A LETTER TO MR. ROUNTREE. 


States His Financial Views—Would 
Like Consideration if they Accord 
With Their’s. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 4.—(Special.)—The 
following significant letter has been re- 
ceived by Mr. J. A. Rountree, of The Bir- 
mingham State-Herald, from Governor C. 
Matthews, of Indiana: 

“Executive Department, Indianapolis, 
Ind., June i, 1856.—Hon. J. A. Rountree, 
Birmingham, Ala. My Dear Sir: Your let- 
ter came while lL was at my farm superin- 
tending some important .work, and since 
my return my time has- beer s6 occupied 
that I could not reply earlier. The indica- 
tions now are that our state convention 
will be by a large majority in the control 
of the silver sentiment and a delegation 
instructed for silver will be sent to Chi- 
cago. 

“The feeling with us here is that strong, 
positive and clear resolutions should be 
adopted, free from evas:on or doubtful con- 
structions. Personally, I favor a resolution 
denunciatory of the continuance of the sin- 
gle gold standard, believing that it retards 
the return of prosperiay and will continue 
to be obstructive and injurious to the best 
interest of the American people, and call- 
ing for the coinage and use of both gold and 
silver on equal terms as standard money, 
and demanding the early and independent 
restoration of silver to its old and rightful 
‘place in the coinage of the country. With 
such a patform we will carry Indiana by 
the largest majority ever given to a presi- 
dential candidate. To make a doubtful 
declaration, even with a western candidate, 
or adopt a gold platform means defeat. 
Seldom has a grander opportunity been of- 
fered to a political party and I trust that 
We may be wise enough to grasp it. 

“Should my views wpon the subject ac- 
cord with those of the delegates of Ala- 
bama, I would ask for their favorable con- 
sideration at Chicago.

Remember Miss Stevenson. 
New York, June 4.—A Washington special 


to The World says: 

‘President and Mrs. Cleveland are not 
among those who remembered the 
daughter of Vice President and Mrs. Stev- 
enson, whose marriage to Rev. Marvin D. 
Hardin took place Tuesday’ evening. 
Nor, with a single exception, has any mem- 
ber of the cabinet been less 
neglectful. Members of the supreme court, 
of the house and senate, of the diplomatic 
corps and of Washington society generally, 
have been profuse in their gifts to this 
estimable and popular woman. 

“The attitude of President and Mrs. 
Cleveland and the cabinet circie has been 
a great surprise to all not conversant with 
the fact that social relations between the 
white house and the vice president have 
been strained for some time.

which the citizens of the United States 
could take either silver or gold and have 
it coined at a fixed ratio, since 1837 of cne 
ounce of gold to sixteen ounces of silver 
and each was legal tender in payment of 
all debts. I stated at the bankers’ con- 
vention in Augusta the other day that I 
did not pretend to be a scientist or econo- 
mist, but I thought I could understand a 
simple proposition. I said to them: “If 
you can show to me that basic money 
does not measure values of everything ex- 
changed for it, 1 will be a gold man. If 
you will prove to me that the law of sup 
ply and demand does not apply to money, 
then I will be for the gold standard. If 
gold does not regulate the price of every- 
thing that seeks to be exchanged into it, 
then I am for gold.’ I stated these propo- 
sitions modestly. The New York Evening 
Post, which is one of the financial journals 
of this country, took up the questions, but 
Gid not answer them. It says that Mr. 
Walsh ought to be compelled to prove that 
@ universal fall in price is not a general 
blessing. (Laughter.) 

“Then it says that the wages of labor 
are higher tccay than théy have ever been 
in this country, and that the dollar will buy 
More than it ever did before. It may be 
that the wages of those who are employed 
are higher. (Applausec.) But, mark you, 
there are 3,000,000 American citizens tonight 
who are not employed. There are 9,000,000 
American farmers who for three years 
have not been able to earn a new dollar 
for an old one. 

“How are the cotton growers of the south 
and the grain growers of the west to get 
that dollar? ! 

Millons Are Idle. 

“Have you ever Mr. President, seen such 
general stagration es you witness today ?’’ 

Cries of ‘‘No, no.’”’ ' 

“Have you ever seen the time when it 
Was so difficult for an honest man who 
wants to work to make a dollar? 

“I don’t know how many of your citizens 
are out of employment—” 

“The town is full of them,” was shouted. 
“There are hundreds of them.” 

“In 18% when, cotton sold at 9 cents, 
how was the farm laborer to get that 
dollar? The farmers contracted with their 
labor that year for $4 a month in scme sec- 
ticrs. I k:rcew that in two counties ‘adja- 
cent to the one in which I live, farmers 
hired labor at $4 a month and some meat, 
meal and molasses. An able bodied man 
got about $78 all told for his year’s work. 
That was not 20 cents a day, excluding 
Sundays. 

“Yet these people in New York whé 
know nothing about the drastic conditions 
which exist in the south and the west, 
say that wages are higher than they ever 
were before. Look at labor in your own 
city—bricklayers, carpenters and plumbers, 
have had their wages cut down frem $8 
and $3.50 a day to $1.50 and $1.75. 


A Comparison of Wages. 

“What is the reason for these starvation 
wages? Why, you know the basis of all 
prosperity in the south is the farm. If the 
farmer does not receive remunerative 
prices for his crops, how is it possible for 
the merchant to thrive?’ 

Senator Walsh spoke at length on wages 
and passed on to another point, but in 
passing he got in some good body blows 
on the wise men of the east, who claim 
to know all about ‘‘finances.”’ 

“You know it is a hard thing for a 
man who holds a big office and has a fixed 
income and bonds and a bank account, 
to put himself in the working man's place. 
The ‘financiers’ of the east call us silver 
cranks. They said that it was merely a 
craze like the greenback craze and would 
' goon die out and be forgotten. They called 
us anarchists and socialists, but they are 
getting more respect for us and our views 
the last week or two. They have under- 
gone a wonderful change in the’last four 
weeks. (Applause.) 

“Thess financiers say that if the qual- 
ity is all right, the quantity does not mat- 
ter. It does not, eh? In some mysterious 
Way silver was demonetized twenty-three 
years ago. These gold monometaliists 
claim that nothing is fit for basic money 
which has not the same value as bullion 
that it has after it is coined. 

“Now at that time, 1873, you could have 
melted the silver dollar and it would have 
been worth 4 cents more as bullion than 
was the gold in a gold dollar. I have never 
heard a gold monometallist explain why 
silver was demoretized when it was worth 
more than gold. (Applause.) 

“They did not assert that it was because 
silver was cumbersome or because it was 
cheap. I have no prejudice against bank- 
ers or corporations.. But I do feel in my 
heart that the people who support and 
sustain this goverrment have been neg- 
lectful of their interests heretofore. The 
rroney interest never sleeps. Silver was 
demonetized because it was easier for the 
financiers of England and New York to 
Possess themselves of gold and appreciate 
its price. 

“When you consider the tremendous 
volumve of indebtedness, and that it de- 
mands that all obligations be paid in cold, 
We can understand why the primary money 
of the civilized world was destroyed. This 
country is in debt $20,000,000,000, and the 
proposition of the monometallists is to 
make all payable, principal and interest, 
in gold. I tell you that if their conspiracy 
is consummated, the people will be. sub- 
jected to slavery. (Applause.) 

Could Not Buy Georgians. : 

“Some of these people who came down 
here from Washington said that they 
could buy Georgia for $50,000. But they 
could buy Georgia for $50,000. But the 
common people cannot be bought.” : 

Colonel Walsh devoted a minute or two 
more to the influence of federal office 
holders in this issue and the audience 
commended everything he said. 

“What a travesty have we not seen 
in this southland in the last three months,” 
he exclaimed. 

“ “Public office is a public trust,’ but the 
Public officials traveling all over our 
country at public expense urging you to 
vote for the gold standard. 

“I have great respect for Mr. Cleveland. 
He has a right to his opinions, but I do 
not believe in preaching one thing and 
practicing another. (Applause). And 
though he be president, he should not be 
an exception to the rule.’ (Applause.) 

Colonel Walsh produced a smirall leather 
grip, which he said contained the statis- 

\ tics he intended to use. 

“This country’s indebtedness is $20,000°- 
000,000, and of the world $150,000,000,00,"" he 
continued. “They talk about the new pro- 
cess of extracting gold by which it is 
obtained in enormous quantities, they say, 
in south Africa. The scientists and the 
economists say that gold igs getting more 
plentiful all the time. Now, if you could 
get all the gold together on fhe globe, 
you would have $4,000,000,000; only enough to 
pay five cents on the dollar of debt. There 
never could be a greater wrong than for 
this gigantic conspiracy to be carried out.

“They have been doing it for twenty 
years. (Applause.) 

“A few years ago a farmer could come 
into Atlanta or Augusta and pay $100 debt 
with a-bale of cotton. He came-in last 
year and brought four bales. This year 
it took two bales and a half. The condi- 


tion of the western farmer is precisely 
similar. The products of the 9,000,000 farm- 
ers amounted to $4,000,000,000. The labor 
of 5,000,000 people engaged in mechanical 
pursuits produced $9,000,000,000 of manu- 
factured goods. The American market 
consumes 96 per cent of the entire pro- 
duct of our mills and factories. The south 
and west contribute over 80 per cent of 
the total exports from the United States. 
The farmers have to sell their surplus in 
a market which is governed by a constant- 
ly appreciating standard. 

“It would have been impossible for this 
country to have resumed specie payment 
without the products of the south and 
west, which brought from Europe . the 


specie. 

Why England Wants It. 

“The gold standard is best for England 
because with it she can buy cheaper from 
the rest of the world. The gold standard 
secures for Great Britain cheap  bread- 
stuffs and cheap raw material. Her agri- 
cultural interests are dead. The condi- 
tions which prevail in England would be 
beneficial to the 20,000,000 people who live 
between Washington and Bangor, Me. 
Those people want cheap breadstuffs and 
cheap raw material. Hence they want a 
single standard of money. But the rest 
of this country wants a double standard. 
Bimetallism is sweeping the west and 
south. 

“Look at Kertucky,’’ exclaimed 
speaker, and the audience shouted. 

Joe Blackburn's name aroused great en- 
thusiasnrt. 

Colonel Walsh denounced as an outrage 
the defeat of Blackburn by men who 
claimed to be democrats. 

The audience cheered the sentiment and 
the former senator declared that he was 
going to stick to the democratic ship. If 
anybody bolts it will be the gold faction. 

The audience was demonstrative at this 
announcement and the speaker continued 
on that line. 

“T want a free silver platform.’’ (Cheers.) 

“No evasion. 

“No equivocation. 

“No humbuggery 
agreement. (Cheers.) 

“It will be a cold day when the silver 
dollar will be worth less than 100 cents.” 
(Applause.) 

Speaking of the prospects of success in 
the coming campaign, Colonel Walsh said: 

“You know that this is a country of 
sudden revolutions and the people will 
wake up and assert themselves this year. 

“We were defeated in 1888, but swept 
the country in 1890. There was a tidal 
wave in favor of democracy in 1892 and 
the republicans carried the country in 
18394. I am exceedingly hopeful that the 
democratic party with a free silver plat- 
form, 16 to 1—(cheers)—and with a man 
who is known to be favorable to free 
silver, will elect the next  president.’’ 
(Applause.) 

Farm Lands Decline. 

Passing on to the goldbug arguments, 
the senator cited the case of a Georgia 
farmer who a few years ago mortgaged 
a plantation for $3,500. It was worth $10,- 
000. The other day it was sold and 
brought $2,500. There was a case of de- 
preciation. He was told yesterday of a 
plantation of 500 acres of good land that 
could be bought for $300—60 cents an acre. 
Yet the goldbugs talk about the great 
prosperity of the farmer. 

“The people of this country are getting 
so poor that they cannot buy the manu- 
factured goods any longer. The chickens 
are going home to roost: That ‘is the 
cause of the mills shutting down. The 
eastern people are killing the goose that 
has been laying the golden egg. They are 
beginning to see it now. But it took ex- 
perience to teach them what the southern 
and western farmer had already learned. 
All their mills will close down, too, unless

Colonel Walsh stated that he met Sena- 
tcr Don Cameron, of Pennsylvania, the 
other day in Washington. Cameron, who 
had just returned from Mexico, said: 
“give use free coinage of silver and we will 
control the commerce of this continent. ° 

“Mr. Cameron stated that he was: de- 
lighted with the progress in Mexico. It 
is a remarkable fact that skilled labor is 
getting higher wages in the silver coun- 
tries than in the gold standard countries,” 
Colonel Walsh remarked. 

“Were it not for the industrial unions 
of this country they would have the price 
of labor in this country down to the scale 
in. the gold standard couptries.’””’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

Colonel Walsh again shot it into the 
federal office holders for coming south try-. 
ing to prevent an expression by the sov- 
ereign people. These servants of yours 
have been in the service of the gold stand- 
ard, while you were paying them to at- 
tend to your business in Washington. He 
cited the decrease of $50,000,000 in Georgia’s 
taxable values in 1895 as an evidence of the 
depressing effect of the gold standard. 


Remember France. 

“In France the classes oppressed the 
masses until the latter asserted them- 
selves and oppressed the favored classes. 
Let these people take warning at the revo- 
lution in France,”’ said the speaker 
solemnly. 

“Ours will not be a revolution of fire 
and the sword, but of the ballot, and it 
will come, The federal governtmen has 
legislated for thirty years in the interest 
of the classes and against the masses. 
Thirty thousand people own half the 
wealth of the United States. This was 
only possible through the legislation in 
the interests of the moneyed interests. 

“John C, Calhoun said fifty years ago 
that it mattered not which party con- 
trolled this government, the moneyed pow- 
ers controlled the legislature. 

“This has been true heretofore and from 
my brief experience I believe it to be true. * 

“If we are true to the principles which 
we profess, we have the power to vindicate 
them and to carry them into successful ex- 
ecution. (Applause.) 

“The only hope for the improvement of 
the people in this country is the restoration 
of honest bimetallism. “ (Applause.) Until 
it is restored we will have depression, but 
when you restore it we will have pros- 
perity restored throughout this land. This 
is the most vital question of the age. We 
may be poor but we will never surrender 
the advocacy of this movement until it is 
triumphant.” (Applause.) 

Colonel Walsh declared that he believed 
it to be to the interest of the south to 
unite with the west, an expression which 
was heartily applauded. He predicted that 
the republican states of the northwest 
would vote with the democrats on the sil- 
ver question. He wanted the populists to 
come back to the house of their fathers. 

He wanted state banks and an income 
tax. A man may be worth $100,000,000 in 
American property and not pay a cent of 
tax to the government. This is wrong. 
The wealth of this country should be made 
to pay its proportion of the expenses of 
the government. 

Illustrating the method of getting cheap 
money and good money, Colonel Walsh said 
that the Georgia railroad, if it had the au- 
thority, could issue currency which would 
be as good as any money, for it would be 
based on the very best security. :

Just before he closed Senator Walsh 
made a personal statement. 

“I have great respect for Mr. F. G. du- 
Bignon,” he said. “I regret that he is not 
on the people’s side in this fight.

When Colonel Walsh concluded there was 
long applause, which ran into calls for 
Livingston, who was sitting on the ju- 
dictal dais. 

The congressman's voice was husky— 
the effect of the drenching which he got 
at Fairburn on Wednesday. 

He proceeded to “‘jolly” the audience by 
inquiring if they thad heard from Ken- 
tucky, IHinois, Indiana, Ohio and Virginia. 
His hearers had heard the news and they 
shouted it lustily. 

“These reports will keep coming from 
now on,”’ the congressman exclaimed. 

“And when we adopt a 16 to 1 platform 
and put Stevenson and Joe Blackburn in 
it, we will sweep the country, elect them 
and elect a democratic house and senate.

BACON AT MACON | 


The Senator Makes a Fine Speech to 
a Large Audience, 


HE SPOKE FOR THREE HOURS 


A Vote for the Single Standard Is a 
Vote for Bonds—Silver Should Be 
Remonetized and Restored. 


Macon, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—Senator 
Bacon was given a grand ovation tonight 
at the Academy of Music en the occasion 
of hig magnificent argument in favor of bi- 
metallism. He spoke nearly three hours, 
and the vast audience that filled the three 
floors of the spacious building to overflow- 
ing, hung with breathless interest upon his 
words, and ever and anon broke out in tu- 
multuoug applause and cheering, The great 
assembly gave the speech of the distin- 
guished gentleman its hearty approval, 
and the demonstration made over his ad- 
dress evidenceg the overwhelming sentiment 
of the masses for bimetallism. 

Several times Senator Bacon mentioned 
the name of Crisp, which set the immense 
audience aflame with enthusiasm, and pro- 
voked great outbursts of applause. 

Senator ‘Bacon was introduced, in elo- 
quent and appropriate language by Roland 
Ellis. When Senator Bacon arose to speak 
it seemed that the first of the terriffic cheer- 
ing accorded would carry him off his feet. 
The senator spoke with great power and 
fearlessness, and his ~vords went home to 
the hearts and minds of his hearers. He 
argued for free silver and independent 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
and demonstrated that this was essential 
to the prosperity of this country and the 
happiness of the people, and that America 
can maintain the two standards independent 
of the world, 

He pictured in burning colors the financial 
depression of the country, and the distress 
of the people and declared that it was all 
due to the single gold standard. Monometal- 
lism has paralyzed busimess, stagnated 
trade and stopped industries, and the 
only hope for relief is in bimetallism. 

He explained money as a speculating me- 
dium and likened it to the lubricating oil 
without which railroad trains could not 
operate and machinery could not move and 
would be useless. Money is the great lu- 
bricator of commerce. For nearly a hun- 
dred years the laws of this country have 
recognized silver as money, and it should 
be remonetized and restored to its proper 
position and function and be made a money 
of final payment. He declared that the ad- 
vocates of the gold standard are simply 
seeking to deceive the people when they 
seek to establish gold as a standard and 
make silver a subsidiary coin—mere tok- 
en money, 

Enough Gold for Final Payment. 

The vaiues of any country are determin- 
ed by the amount of money there is for 
final payment and final redemption. He 
declared and proved by facts and statis- 
tics that there is not enough gold in the 
world or in prospective to coin the neces- 
sary money for final payment. He demon- 
strated that there is not a sufficiency of 
gold to do the. business of the world. 
Though many millions of dollars of gold 
are dug from ‘the fields of Africa and 
Other countries, it is used yearly in the 
arts and sciences and really but little of 
the world’s product is converted into coin 
and there is not enough to answer the 
purposes of final payment. He quoted 
Carlisle, Sherman and numerous. other 
well knewn public men and financiers to 
show that the yield of gold is not suffi- 
cient for the money of final payment. He 
said he had made the statement on the 
floor of the senate and it had never been 


“contradicted that of the seven great na- 


the world, America, England, 
Germany, Russia, Austria, France and 
Italy, which twenty-three years ago 
established. the gold standard, that only 
England and Germany have been able to 
get gold enough to maintain the gold or 
single standard. These two countries 
have three-quarters of all the gold of the 
whole world. The United States has is- 
sued $262,000,000 of bonds in the effort to 
maintain the gold standard and what 
have the people received in return for this 
great debt which must be paid by Ameri- 
cans for generations to come. They have 
only received depressed business, stag- 
nated trade, reduced wages, decline in 
values and general distress. He said this 
enormous sum of money was issued for no 
other purpose than to maintain the gold 
standard; that every man who votes for 
gold delegates to the siate convention is 
voting for .bonds and is indorsing the 
saddling of this great incubus upon the 
people of the present age and for ages to 
come. e 

Of thé seven great nations of the world 
who established the gold standard Austria 
is on a paper basis with a currency redeem- 
able in an unredeemable bond; Italy has 
not only token money but shinplasters; 
Russia is on a paper basis; America is run- 
ning into debt at the rate of $100,000,000 an- 
nually; France has plenty of gold but she 
does not allow any of it to leave her 
borders. She tells the whole world that 
it has to receive her silvér and paper mon- 
ey. America has to issue bonds and bor- 
row her gold, 7 

Stephens: a Bimetallist. 

He read a letter from Alexander H. 
Stephens, written in 1882, in which the great 
commoner said that the demonetization of 
silver by the act of 1873 was a great error 
ahd that gold and silver should be restored 
as of yore at thé ratio of 16 tol. This was 
the opinion of the great Btephens at the 
close of a public career of forty years. 
Senator Bacon said he preferred the opin- 
ion of such a man as Stephens in the light 
of forty years as a public servant rather 
than that of men who have come to their 
changed opinions within the past three 
years. 

He quoted Carlisle as saying, in 1878, that 
the world’s supply of gold is none too large 
and not sufficient for the increase in popu- 
lation, commerce and industries. Carlisle 
characterized the act.of 1873 as the greatest 
crime of the. age and filled with great evil 
for the land. He spoke then at a time 
when he was a member of congress, rep- 
resenting the glorious commonwealth of 
Kentucky. 

A voice tn the audience cried out: “‘He 
doesn’t represent Kentucky now.” © 

“You are right, my friend,” replied Sena- 
tor Bacon, ““Kentucky has just spoken, and 
the voice has joined the grand chorus ‘of 
the great democratic hosts which was 
heard from the lakes to the gulf, chanting 
the triumphant cry of bimetallism.”’ 

Another voice in the audience cried out: 
“Is it not time that all the evils and dis- 
tress which Carlisle predicted for us in 
1878 by the demonetization of silver have 
come to pass?’ 

“Yes,” replied Senator Bacon, “ani there 
are still greater woes awaiting us if we 
continue to live under the gold standard.” 

Senator Bacon said. Carlisie had thus 
spoken in 1878, when He was a free coinage 
man. When Carlisle declared that it was 
a crime to strike down one half of the 
legal money of the country he spoke as 
a free ‘man. Senator Bacon stated that he 
heard William J. Raoul, the great railway 
manager and former president of the Cen- 
tral. Railroad of Georgia, say in New York 
that he did not believe that any man who 
is unprejudiced would believe in the sin- 
gle gold. standard, which policy is certain-

Senator Bacon discussed the great ques- 
tion nearly three hours. In conclusion, he 
declared that the people have been long 
enough the slaves and serfs of these who 
reap the harvest of monmetallism, and the 
time had come when the masses should 
cease to be hewers Of wood and drawers 
of water. 

Senator Bacon reached Macon tonight 
at 7 o’clock from Washington.

WAS A MEMBER OF THE LEGis.-

A Brave Soldier Under Lee—Leader 
in Educational Matters—Father 
of Twenty-Three Children. 


Waycross, Ga., June 4,—(Special.)—The 
death of Colonel W. A. McDonald this 
evening at his home, near Waresboro, cast 
a gloom over the entire county. 

Colonel McDonald was in his eightieth 
year and died of inflammatory rheumatism, 
from which he suffered much during the 
last few years. At the time of his death 
he was a member of the Georgia legisla- 
ture and was serving his thirteenth term 
in the house and senate, amounting to 
twenty-six years of service. In the legis- 
lature he was_ outspoken for his side on 
any question and he did much for the up- 
building and advancement of Waycross and 
Ware county. 

He was the father of twenty-three chil- 
dren, nearly all of whom are Hiving. John 
C. McDonald, an able lawyer of this city, 
is one of his sons. 

Colonel McDonald was a Congregational- 
ist minister and a well-to-do and progres- 
sive farmer. He was highly respected 
throughout the state and especially so 
where he was best known. 

In the late war he was lieutenant colonel 
of the Twenty-sixth Georgia regiment, and 
a braver soldier than he never followed 


Lee. 

In educational matters he was progressive, 
having done much while serving in the 
legislature toward the improvement of the 
public school system of Ware county and 
the public school of Waycross. 

The burial will take place at Kettle Creek 
cemetery, two miles northwest of Way- 


cross, tomorrow morning at 11 o’clock, and 
many people will be there. 


A BANKER KILLED. 


Mr. Austin Corbin Thrown from His 


Carriage—Others Hurt. 
Newport, N. H., June 4.—Mr. Austin Cor- 
bin and his nephew, Corbin Edgell, with 
Dr. Paul Kunzier and Coachman John 
Stokes started on a fishing trip about 3 


o’clock this afternoon. 

Running out of the yard at the house 
the horses shied, tipping over the carriage, 
throwing the occupants down an embank- 
ment about eight feet against a stone wall. 

The family saw the accident from the 
piazza and hirried to thgir assistance, with 
the farm help. The entire party were found 
to be seriously hurt. The coachman was 
unconscious and remained so until 6 o’clock 
when he died. 

Mr. Corbin was conscious, but was S80, 
terribly injured that he died tonight at 
9:42 o’clock.: ; 

Dr. Kunzier was thrown over the wall 
and sustained a broken arm and sprained 
ankle, so far as known, and Corbin Edgell 
had his leg twice broken between the Knee 
and ankle. Stokes’s skull wag fractured. 

Mr. Corbin’s injuries consisted of a com- 
pound fracture of the right leg above and 
below the knee,'a fearful scalp wound 
over four inches long on the forehead, cut 
through to the skull, one on the right side 
of the head, three inches long, and the lip 
and chin badly cut. 

The cause of the team shying is said t6 
have been that the coachman was driving 
them without blinders for the first time. 

Mr. Corbin was at the head of the Cor- 
bin Banking Company, of New York, and 
of the great corporation that controls the 
network of railroads which, starting from 
Brooklyn and Long Island City, gridiron 
Long island and connect New York with 
the innumerable waterside resorts on the 
island. He was also the projector and pro- 
moter of the schemes to shorten the time 
from New York to Europe by means of a 
line of steamers to start from Fort Pond 
bay, on the eastern end of Long island, 
there to connect with his railroad system. 
The railroad has only recently been ex- 
tended to the proposed new harbor. . 
Austin Corbin was born in Newport, N. 
H., July 11, 1827. His father was a farmer, 
who was many times elected to the legis- 
lature of New Hampshire. After receiving 
a moderate amount of schooling he taught 
a country school himself. He afterwards 
studied law with Chief Justice Cushing, of 
New Hampshire, and Governor Metcalf, of 
Rhode Island, and finished the course at the 
Harvard law school, where he secured his 
degree in 1849. He practiced while at home, 
but in 1851 he removed to Davenport, Ia., 
where he remained until 1865. 

Though successful as a lawyer Mr. Corbin 
did not practice long. He became a part- 
ner, in 1854, of the banking firm of Macklot 
& Corbin, the only concern of the kind in 
Davenport which did not suspend payment 
in the financial panic of 1857. Mr. Corbin 
organized the first national bank which 
began business under the national currency 
act of 1863. The bank was successful, and 
Mr. Corbin was enabled, in 1865, to come to 
New York with a considerable fortune. 
Here he founded the Corbin Banking Com- 
pany and acquired interest after interest 


until he became one of the leading finan- 
ciers of the community. . 

_ Mr. Corbin had a beautiful home on Long 
Island and another in New Hampshire, be- 
sides his town houses. His New Hampshire 
property consisted of 25.000 acres around 
Newport, all mountain and valley. This 
last property is the greatest and best stock- 
ed game preserve on the continent.

A Prosperous Year for North Caroli- 
na’s Great University—Names of 
the Graduates and Their Theses. 


Chapel Hill, N. C., June 4.—Special.)—The 
festivities of the one hundredth commence- 
ment are on. Visitors have been steadily 
pouring in since Tuesday, until now the 
campus swarms with fair women and gal- 
lant. men. Never before has there been 
Such intense {interest taken in a coin- 
mencement not a centennial. The impulse 
of last year lingers in even more widespread 
evidence, making a most auspicious begin- 
ning for the first commencement of: the 
universiity’s second cemtury. |

Address of the Vice President. 

Presentation of the diplomas was made 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon by Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson, who afterwards delivered 
an address-of forty minutes’ length. He 
was given an extremely hearty reception 
when he entered Memorial hall, escorted 
by President George T. Winston, of the 
university; General Cox, Governor Carr 
and other public men, and the trustees of 
the university. He was introduced by 
General Cox, who said North Carolina al- 
Ways delighted to honor Vice President 
Stevenson, The latter’s address was al- 
most entirely ‘historical and was read 
from manuscript. It contained not one 
poiitical reference. He eulogized the uni- 
versity and its work and declared that in- 
tellect and not force will govern this «#un- 
try. He declared that to North Carolina 
belongs the imperishable honor of taking 
the first step to declare the independence 
of this country from Great Britain, and for 
all time men have linked the Mecklenburg 
declaration with the magna charta—Char- 
lotte with Runnymede. 

At the close of the address the vice 
president held a reception and 1,800 persons 
shook his hand. The university now closes 
the most prosperous year in its history, 
having 534 students on its roli. Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson and his party attended a 
ball tonight and’ tomorrow he goes to 
Raleigh, where he will be tendered a pub- 
lic reception.

Cuthbert, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—The for- 
ty-second annual commencement exercises 
of Andrew Female college were brought to 
a close today. This college, old in years 
and usefulness, has never enjoyed a more 
harmonious and successful year, or a more 
creditable commencement.

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PISTOL AND KNUCKS 


Is What Bingham and Thompson Used 
with Fatal Effect 


IN A FIGHT IN COWETA 
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It Was at a School Exhibition—A Des- 
perate Fight—Robert Thompson 
Killed by W. A. Bingham. 


Newnan, Ga., June 4—On Monday night 
last W. A. Bingham and Robert Thompson, 
two young farmers residing near More- 
land, this county, attended a school exhi- 
bition at Lutherville. Bingham was with 
his cousin, Miss Gilbert, a popular young 
lady of the neighborhood. During the ex- 
ercises he went out for some purpose and 
Thompson took his seat. When Bingham 
returned he demanded the seat, which 
Thompson refused to give up. This seemed 
to anger Bingham, who turned and left 
the building. A short while afterward one 
of Thompson's friends informed him that 
Bingham was on the outside making threats 
against him (Thompson), and that he (Bing- 
ham) would probably try to provoke a 
difficulty. Thompson’s friend advised him 
to avoid Bingham, if possible. 

Upon receiving this information Thomp- 
Son sprang out of the window near which 
he was sitting and sought his friends on 
the outside. In a few minutes he was ac- 
costed by Kingham, who cursed Thompson 
and struck him on the head with the butt 
of a pistol. Thompson repelled the assault 
with a pair of brass knucks, and knocked 
Bingham down, Bingham thereupon shot 
Thompson, the ‘ball entering the throat and 
almost severing the windpipe. The wounded 
man lingered ‘until half-past 1 o’clock last 
night, when he died. 

The parties are all well connected, and the 
unfortunate affair is much deplored in the 
community. It is said that Thompson made 
an ante-mortem statement, and that he 
attached no blame to Bingham. The latter 
has not yet been arrested.

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COMPLIMENTED GAMBRELL. 


Trustees of Mercer Makes a Report on 
the Retiring President. ‘ 
Macon, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—Rev. Dr. 
Lansing Burrows, of Augusta; Rev. Dr. 
John G. Gibson, of Atlanta, and Rev. Dr. 
Henry MéDonald, of Atlanta, trustees of 
Mercer university, were appointed a com- 
mittee by the’ board to whom were re- 
ferred the communication of President J. 
B. Gambrell, of Mercer, in which he ten- 
dered his resignation as president and de- 
clined to offer for re-election. The com- 
mittee has rendered the following highly 
interesting report: 


“In considering the communication ad- 
dressed to the board by President Gambrell 
your committee is deeply moved by the re- 
countal of the circumstances which have 
led him to this decision. The serious diffi- 
culties, in view of the depressing times 
through which we have been passing, which 
have confronted us in the discharge of 
Our trust haye been recognized by him in 
all their bearings. He has faithfully 
warned us that the shrinkage of values 
and the perilous condition of some secu- 
rities, which when purchased gave righest 
promise of natural increase, demanded the 
exercise of the strictest economy in the 
administration of the affairs of the univer- 
sity. And yet to recede from the advanced 
ideal which had been set as worthy of the 
dignity and importance of the Baptists of 
Georgia was scarcely tolerated in the minds 
of the friends of the institution. It has 
been this problem which has weighed upon 
our hearts and confused our minds. Had 
our churches and wealthier brethren gen- 
erally responded to the call for extraordi- 
nary gifts to the current expense account 
during these trying days we should have 
been spared the mortification threatened, 
Since it could not so be, rather than va- 
cate any of the equally important chairs of 
instruction, with a seroic self-sacr fice Pres- 
ident Gambrell has expressed in formal 
manner the suggestions which he had out- 
lined in communications of former date, 
and in the process of the reduction of the 
fixed charges upon the university, he has 
offered himself and the dignified position 
which he has ornamented, as forming one 
basis for that economy which we have 
felt was demanded by the exigencies of the 
case. 

“Such a spirit ought not to go without 
recognition. The eminent endowments of 
mind possessed by our gifted brother and 
which attracted our attention toward him, 
are comparable only by those shining qual-- 
ities of heart and Christian spirit which 
have been brought into prominence by 
these latter experiences. We feel that 
President Gambrell has risen superior to 
the occasion, and demonstrated a large- 
hearted spirit of self-sacrifice worthy of 
emulation in days that have too far devel- 
oped sordidness and greed. 

*‘We can do no less than accept the con- 
clusion reached by him as one most pain- 
ful means of extrication from an environ- 
ment embarrassing and cruel. The sug- 
gestion of retrenchment, coupled with his 
own offering of position, which originated 
with himself in his communication of Jan- 
uary last, leaves us no alternative. If we 
are met with the criticisms of our constit- 
uency in permitting the loss of this Chris- 
tian man and accomplished thinker, our 
answer is that from that constituency we 
have not been favored with material co- 
operation, but we have been compelled to 
meet the unusal demands of these days of 
depression alone and unaided. 

‘We recommend, therefore, that accord- 
ing to the suggestion of President Gambrell 
the office of president of the university be 
left vacant.” 


Chairman Pollock. 


The trustees adopted the report and 
elected Vice President P. D. Pollock, of 
Mercer, chairman“ of the faculty. He is 
now essentially president. He will retain 
his chair of belles lettres and also act as 
the executive head of the institution. The 
trustees have agreed to allow him $25 per 
month for a stenographer.to aid him in at- 
tending to the correspondence devolv- 
ing upon the president or chairman. 
Chairman Pollock will do no field work dur- 
ing the collegiate terms. Chairman Pol- 
lock is a gentleman of high personal char- 
acter, a man of fine ability and an ex- 
perienced and successful educator. 


Mercer’s Endowment. 


Whether or not ‘Mercer will have a reg- 
ular president in the near future depends 
upon the success the trustees and friends 
have in raising an additional endowment 
of. $100,000. If this is forthcoming one of 
the most eminent divines and distinguished 
educators will be elected president. The 
trustees, at their meeting last night, ob- 
ligated to raise $25,000 of the desired $100,000. 
Mr. Rockefeller recently gave the institu- 
tion $20,000 on condition that it raises the 
remaining $80,000. The trustees’ $25,000 and 
Rockefeller’s $20,000 make $45,000 in sight. 
The following committee were appointed 
by the-trustees to mana the endvwment 
fund campaign: Mr. E. Y. Mallory, of Ma- 
con, chairman; Mr. C. B. Willingham, Ma- 
con; Rev. Dr. Henry McDonald, Atlanta; 
Rev. Dr. T. P. Bell, Atlanta: Rev. T. W. 
O’ Kelley, Griffin; Rev. Dr. Lansing Bur- 
rows, Augusta. The committee will engage 
a first-class man to canvass for subscrip- 
tions to the endowment. .

The Irony of Fate. 

Within a few days the mortal ashes of 
James G. Blaine will be taken up from 
the sod of Oakhill cemetery, in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and carried to Augusta, Me. 

This decision was reached a few days 
ago by Mrs. Blaine, after a consultation 
with other members of the family. At 
the time of Mr. Blaine’s death, some 
three years ago, the matter was discus- 
sed in the public prints and also in the 
legislative circles at Washington. As 
Mr. Blaine had been a national figure, 
and for many years of his life identified 
with the affairs of government as con- 
gressman, senator and cabinet official, 
it was deemed proper that he should 
sleep amid the scenes of his zreatest po- 
litical achievements. Such was not the 
preference of Mrs. Blaine, however, and 
she yielded to these considerations only 
with extreme reluctance. 
After the lapse of three years but 
little thought is devoted to the great re- 
publican leader by the people of Wash- 
ington. The nation’s grief has subsided 
in a measure and Mrs. Blaine begins to 
realize, as she visits from year to year 
the lonely spot in the cemetery, that her 
sorrow is all her own. Other favorites 
have filled the eyes of the nation and 
the old favorite forgotten. Who 
blames the disconsolate widow, there- 
fore, in the choice which she has made, 
and who will enjoin her from taking up 
the ashes of her dead to bury them 
again under her own weeping eyes and 
in the soil of his native state? 
Such questions as these naturally 
bring up a train of sad reflections and 
yet the pathetie truth, which is faintly 
suggested in the brief story which comes 
from the home of Mrs. Blaine, cannot be 
escaped. 
Perhaps there are manv in this state 
who are not aware of the fact that in 
Washington city sleep the ashes of two 
distinguished Georgians who figured 
with commanding eminence in the polit- 
ical life of the capital during tle early 
days of the nation. 
One ts James Jackson, whose name is 
sacred to all Georgians because of the 
courage Which he displayed in his oppo- 
sition to the Yazoo fraud. -By the aid of 
a microscope, exposed to the rays of the 
sun, he called down the fire of heaven to 
destroy the papers which contained the 
official records of the transaction. The 
other is John Forsyth, who served the 
state of Georgia fi¥st as governor and 
then as senator. These two illustrious 
statesmen have slept for generations 
within the shadow of the eapitol and 
yet. during all these years, no one has 
given a passing thought to the graves in 
which they are buried. 
Such is the fate of all public men: wor- 
shiped while living and when dead for- 
gotten! 
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“Put Two and Two Together.” 
Our readers will remember that The 
Constitution printed the other day a cir- 
cular requesting that lists of the names 
of gold men be sent to Mr. John D. 
Stocker, surveyor of customs in ,Atlanta. 
There seemed to be some mystery 
about the matter. It was impossible to 
imagine why the surveyor of customs in 
Atlanta should be made the purveyor of 
a senatorial campaign, or why his office 
Should be made the repository of lists 
of the names of gold contractionists in 
the various counties of the state. 

In order to solve the mystery The Con- 
Stitution sent one of its reporters to Mr. 
Stocker to inquire about the matter. 
That gentleman expressed some _ sur- 
prise that The Constitution should have 
come into possession of one of the pri- 
vate and confidential letters, but he 
would shed no light on the mysterious 
Scheme that made his office the reposi- 
tory of lists of the names of the gold 
men. a 

Surveyor of Customs Stocker smiled 
genially on the reporter and informed 
him that the names had been received 
by him, and had been sent “where they 
would-do the most good.” 

In order to throw some light on this 
business The Constitution will have to 
apply the X ray to current politics. Con- 
sequently we must ask the reader to 
watch the large white screen while we 
turn the Roentgen apparatus on the state 
of Ohio. 

Bearing in mind that Mr. Cal Brice ad- 
mits that the democratic party of Ohio 
will declare for free coinage and against 
the gold standard, just as the gold men 
in Georgia admit that this state will 
send a solid silver democratic delegation 
to Chicago, it might be supposed that 
Mr. Cal Brice had ceased his political 
labors in Ohio. But it is not so. 

There is now in the hands of carefully 
selected gold men in each county in Ohio 
a circular letter from Brice’s private 
secretary containing this demand or re- 
quest: “Forward at once, as soon as 
chosen, the name, postoffice address, oc- 
¢cupation and business connection of 
each delegate to the state convention.” 

Now, The Constitution ventures to as- 
sert that there is today a circular of sim- 
ilar import in the hands of every gold 
man in Georgia, whose name has been 
forwarded by Surveyor of Customs 
Stocker “where it would do the most 
good.” 

There is no other reason why the 
names of gold men in Georgia should 
have been sent “where they would do 
the most good.” The money power is 
Still at work. It has vast interests at 
Stake. It wants “the name, postoffice 
address, occupation and business con- 
nection of each delegate to the state 
convention.” The delegates that it can- 
not bribe or bulldéze will have business 
pressure brought to bear upon them. In 
the country places they will be the re- 
cipients of various threats. In the towns 
and cities they will be “seen” so far as 
it is possible to “see” them. 

It is well that the people of the coun- 
try are aroused; it is well that they have 
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democratic voters should relax their en- 
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orgies or depend on their neighbors to

The Increase of Wealth in Massa- 
chusetts. 
There must be something necessarily 
defective ingthe policy of a government 
which permits immense fortunes to be 
accumulated at the expense of hundreds 
of thousands who are barely able to 
make a living. 
Year by year those who belong to 
What is known as the debtor class be- 
come poorer and poorer in the sum of 
their earthly possessions, while those 
who are fortunate enough to move in 
the class of creditors are constantly get- 
ting richer and richer. 
Such was not the case during the early 
days of the nation. For a period of 
more than seventy-five years millionaires 
were altogethes unknown and wealth 
was more generally diffused among the 
masses of the people. Then a man was 
considered rich who was rated at $50,- 
000. Today, in a comparative sense, 
such a man would be considered poor. 
A change of policy, essentially different 
from that which was handed down from 
the democratic founders of the: govern- 
ment, has brought about these distress- 
ing inequalities, and there can be no 
permanent relief until this obnoxious 
What the 
country needs is a restoration to power 
of the time-honored democracy of Thom- 
as Jefferson. Until that time arrives the 
country will continue to suffer under 
the oppressive burden, of republicanism. 
Perhaps the most pernicious effect of 
this republican policy of government is 
found in the manner in which it oper- 
ates upon the farming classes. As the 
producers of wealth the farmers are 
entitled at least to a fair division of the 
spoils, and yet the bulk of all the na- 
tion’s money goes into the hands of a 
few money centers, while the farmers 
and the people generally are obliged to 
make out with a bare existence. 
In the twenty-fifth annual report of 
the bureau of labor statistics for the 
state of Massachusetts, a special chapter 
is devoted to the distribution of wealth 
in that state. Under this interesting 
head a number of figures have been 
gathered from the courts of ordinary, 
showing the number and value of es- 
tates left by those who have died during 
a given time. 
lor this purpose four periods of three 
vears each were selected, viz.: from 1829 
to 1831, 1859 to 1861, 1879 to 1881 and 
1889 to 1891, Between the first and last 
of these dates two entire generations are 
included and the population of the state 
from 610,000 in 1830 to 2,238,000 in 1890 
is represented. 
During the period from 1829 to 183 
there were 3,698 estates probated. From 
1889 to 1891 there were 14,608, showing 
that the number of these estates had in- 
creased with the growth of population. 
But what of the value of these estates? 
From 1829 to 1831 the total value of all 
the estates probated in. Massachusetts 
was $14,498,000. According to the in- 
crease of population this sum should 
be four times as large for the period 
between 1889 and 1891, or $55,000,000 
in round numbers. But instead of this 
the value of all the estates probated in 
Massachusetts for that period was $155.- 
059,000, or three times as great as the 
ratio of population. ; 
These figures are significant. What 
is true of Massachusetts is likewise true 
of a few other states which have ab- 
sorbed the wealth of the union. If a 
similar investigation should be made of 
the records in those states which are de- 
voted to agricultural pursuits and are 
classed as producing states, it would 
be found that estates probated in the 
courts of ordinary, instead of increasing 
in number and value had decreased in 
both number and value, proving beyond 
question the unjust discriminations and 
Inequalities of the present policy of the 
government. 
In order to insure national prosperity, 
such as this country enjoyed under the 
administration of Thomas Jefferson and 
his. democratic successors in office. it {s 
necessary to return to the policy of our 
democratic forefathers and put into ef- 
fect the principles which have so long 
been discarded.

A monkey as a gold miner is something 
not only unique but startling. Captain 
Moss, who has just returned to London 
from the Transvaal, tells of a lot of mon- 
keys employed by him in the mines. me 
have twenty-five monkeys employed about 
my mines,” said he. “They do the work 
of seven able-bodied men, and it is no 
reflection upon the human laborer to say 
that they do a class of work a man cannot 
do as well as they. In many instances they 
lend valuable aid where a man is useless. 
They gather up the small pieces of quartz 
that would be passed unnoticed by the 
workingmen, and pile them up in little 
heaps that can easily be gathered up in a 
shovel and thrown in the mill. They are 
exceedingly adept in catching the little 
particles, and their sharp eyes never €s- 
cape the very things that the human eye 
would pass over. When I went digging 
gold I had two monkeys that were exceed- 
ingly interesting pets. They were constant- 
ly following me about the mines, and one 
day I noficed that they were busily engag- 
ed in gathering up little bits of quartz and 
putting them in piles. They seemed to en- 
joy the labor very much, and would go to 
the mines every morning and work there 
during the day. It did not take me long 
to learn their value as laborers, and I de- 
cided to procure more. So I immediately 
procured a number and now have two 
dozen working in and about the mines. It 
.is exceedingly interesting to watch my two 
pet monkeys teach the new ones how to 
work, and, still stranger, to see how the 
newcomers take to it. They work just as 
they please, sometimes going down into 
the mines when they have cleared up all 
the debris on the outside. They live and 
work together withouc‘ quarreling any more 
than men do, They are quite methodical in 
their habits and go, to work and finish up 
in the same manner as. human beings 
would do under similar circumstances,’’ 

The number of victims who perished in 
the recent stampede at Moscow has been 
fixed at 3,600.

“The great trouble, I think, with the peo- 
ple heretofore,’ said Dr. Morrison, ‘has 
been their absolute ignorance of the finan- 
cial system, but they have hegun to in- 
quire and Ic ok into things, and have gotten 
40 a point where they can no longer be rmis- 
led and deceived after the fashion that has 
been heretofore practiced, and the utterance 
of Mr. Lincoln has been demonstrated, that 
you ‘can fool some of the people all the 
time, all the people some of the time, but 
you cannot fool all the people all the time.’ 
The people are, at last, beginning to wake 
up to a consciousness of the true condition 
of things, and they are coming to a knowl- 
edge. of the situation, and all the giit-edge 
argument which the gold standard pccple 
can make avails very little when a man’s 
family is in destitute condition, and he is 
out of work and cannot get it. They can- 
not do much arguing With a man against 
an empty stomach. 

The Masses Are Moved. 

“When you come down to the masses, in 
all ranks of life, they have discovered a 
great wrong and havé determined to £0 
back to where they were in 1873, end in 
that they see a remédy—the only one that 
gives them hope. 

“IT have lately been in California, Ala- 
bama, Missouri, Tennessee and Kentucky, 
nd the general outcry of the masses ev- 
erywhere is for a change. The change 
@ésiréd is to reverse the legislation of 1873, 
and place our monetary system on the same 
basis that our forefathers put it, to try it

The Calamity Howlers. 

“I take no stock in this talk of calamity 
which would follow the restoration of sil- 
ver. These people will say anything under 
the heavens’ that will keep the blinds on 
the people and make them afraid of a 
change. They say it will bring a panic 
and that all who own claims will try to 
collect them. A man was talking on this 
line recently and was asked by a friend: 
‘Now, I owe you $2,000, and if silver were 
restored would you want that money or 
would you be satisfied with the interest 
on it?” He answered, ‘Oh, the interest 
would be enough for me.’ And that is just 
the way with all of them. 

That Mexican Dollar. 

“The Mexican takes his dollar, which you 
Say here is worth only 50 cents, rides just 
as far on it, buys as much to eat with it, 
and he can buy of everything just as much 
with it except gold, and that he does not 
wish to purchase. And the fact that this 
dollar is only good in his own country 
makes him patronize his home industries 
and serves to keep te money in the coun- 
try. In Mexico land is rising and the cot- 
ton acreage increasing, railroads are pay- 
ing and her president reports prosperity in 
his republic, while we are going down every 
day. And yet the masses of Mexico have 
been under foot for 300 years and we have 
been since 1776 the freest people under the 
sun, and yet we do not compare with Mexi- 
co today. 

The Unit of Value. 

“Every man’s inner consciousness is tell- 
ing him what to do despite all the mislead- 
ing teachings he has had from high places. 
His inner consciousness tells him that the 
teaching has been false, that his road 
back to prosperity is where he commenced. 
When you speak of a unit of value you 
mean that unit which fixes the value and 
controls the value of everything that comes 
into commerce. Our fathers put the unit 
of value on the Spanish milled dollar—that 
it was supreme. The gold and silver were 
at the basis of the system, but the unit of 
value, which was the Spanish milled dol- 
lar, determined the values, and that silver 
dollar controlled everything that went 
into commerce and fixed everything from 
1792 to 1873, when the unit of value was 
changed, silver was demonetized and from 
that day the gold dollar has been the unit 
of value and has fixed all values. 

‘“‘Now the people want that unit of value 
put back on the old Spanish milled dollar; 
then give us free coinage of silver, silver 
goes up and gold goes down, just like it 
was working for nearly. one hundred years. 

The Basis of Values. 

*T tell you, up to 1816 every nation under 
the sun ‘had the Spanish milled dpllar as the 
standard. 
stand the difference between the unit of 
value and primary money. Primary money 
is the money which forms the basis of our 
system and floats token money; the unit of 
value in that which fixes the value of the 
commodities which go into commerce, 
They talk about the double standard, but 
they mean gold and silver as primary 
money. 

The Seat of the Conspiracy. 

“That was tried from 1792 to 1873, and the 
two had worked tozether. Now, why strike 
down the silver when it has held its own? 
Why strike it down when at that time it 
was not only worth 100 cents to the dollar, 
but was at a premium of 2 per cent? It 
can tell you. The gold monopcly represent- 
ed by Baron Rothschild had determined 
to control the financial operations of this 
country. . They could not control the sil- 
ver, because it was too great in bulk and 
too small in value. It went among the la- 
boring masses, among the millions of poor 
like water percolating pebbles. Now that 
syndicate had determined they would con- 
tro] the finances of the United States, and 
when they could not control silver, they 


and make it a commodity,’ and this was 
done. 
Making the Poor Poorer. 

“Now, in 1816 England went on the gold 
standard, changed from silver to gold, and 
in sixty years from that time more than 
three-fourths of her thrifty farmers have 
become tenants, and I dare say that more 
than 20 per cent of the landholders of the 
United States have become tenants in the 
time since 1873. A man in California said 
to me on the train, ‘I know of a man who 
has foreclos?d forty-odd mortgages in the 
last week.’ 

“This same power that first secured the 
change we have mentioned changed Aus- 
tria by loaning her $167,000,000 on condition 
that she change her 4 per cent silver bonds 
to 4 per cent gold bonds, and on that basis 
this same Baron Rothschild or the syndi- 
cate he represents, put Austria on the gold 
standard. 

Wall Street but the Tool. — 

“Now, it is a great mistake to say that 
Wall street has done all this. Wall street 
has suffered just as much as we in all her 
holdings except gold. The basis of the 
thing back yonder in England is doing its 
work through Wall street, but only through 
the gold line. 

“We have a great country, with exhaust- 
less resources, and God’s blessing has been 
continuously upon it. All that we need is 
a circulating currency proportionate in 
magnitude to our immense quantities of 
produce and our people will again rejoice 
and be happy and prosperous as in other 
days. 

“TI wish to say that my many friends on 


the gold standard side of the question I 
believe to be as honest and conscientious 


in their views as I in mine. I freely ac- 


cord them all this, and yet I feel assured, 
and the present movement of the masses is 
reassuring me of the fact, that those friends 
have been under a misapprehension all the 
time, for the only safety and hope of the 
people is in the triumph of the free silver 
campaign.’”’ ‘

WHO WILL PREACH 
AT FIRST BAPTIST 


It Is Said That Dr. Stakeley, of Washing- 
ton, Has Been Called. | 


COMMITTEE IN WASHINGTON 


They Will Invite Him To Fill the 
First Baptist Pulpit 


A MAN OF GREAT ELOQUENCE AND POWER 


Not Known Whether or Not He Will 
Accept, but He Is Badly Want- 
ed in Atlanta. 


Dr. Charles A. Stakeley, pastor of the 
First Baptist church at Washington, D. C., 
has been or will shortly be offeréd the 
pastorate of the First Baptist church, of 
Atlanta. 

Dr. Stakeley’s call has not yet been of- 
ficially announced, but was agreed to 
several days ago, it is said. 

Ever since Dr. Hawthorne announced 
that he would go to Nashville, the ques- 
tion of his successor has been talked about 
in Atlanta, not only in Baptist circles, 
but by all denominations. The First Bap- 
tist church is recognized as ome of the 
largest and most influential congregations 
in the city, and during Dr. Hawthorne’s 
pastorship of the church, it was one of the 
most popular churches in Atlanta. .When 
Dr. Hawthorne announced his final de- 
cision that he would go to Nashville, it 
was the universal question in the city, 
Who will be hig successor? 

In the congregation of the First Baptist 
this question was the all-important ques- 
tion, Where could a man: be found who 
would take Dr. Hawthorne’s place? 

The church appointed a committee of 
fifty, consisting of thé board of @eacons 
of the church and enough more to make 
fifty in all, to confer together and recom- 
mend to the congregation a mfan suitable 
to fill Dr. Hawthorne’s place. This com- 
mittee has been holding frequent meet- 
ings dtring the past few weeks, but all 
meetings have been strictly private, and 
no echo of their transactions could be 
learned. 

The Constitution got the news direct from 
Washington that Dr. Stakeley had been 
approached, but in talking to members of 
the First Baptist in Atlanta failed to get 
any further information on the subject. 
It is almost certainly a fact, however, that 
Dr. Stakeley has been called, and that if 
he is willing to accept he will take charge 
of the church at an early date. 

Dr. Stakeley has been one of the prom- 
inent possibilities for the place ever since 
Dr. Hawthorne announced that he would 
resign his charge. At the recent meeting 
of the Southern, Baptist convention, in 
Chattanooga, a committee fronr the First 
Baptist church attended the convention, and 
in a quiet way looked around foraman to 
fill. the pulpit. They heard Dr. Stakeley 
preach and were very favorably impressed 
with him. 

It was learned, furthermore, that Dr. 
Stakeley and Dr. Hawthorne were intimate 
friends, and that they were in thorough 
sympathy on most subjects. Dr. Stakeley 
has preached for Dr. Hawthorne in Atlanta 
on several occasions, and more than once 
when Dr. Hawthorne has been in Wash- 
ington, he has filled Dr. Stakeley’s pulpit. 

Another consideration ta influence the 
committee was that Dr. Stakeley was 
raised in Georgia, having spent his boy- 
hood in LaGrange. Later he was in 
gharge of one of the leading Baptist

churches in Augusta, from which place 


he went to Charleston, S. C. 


It was rumored when the comnfittee re- 
turned from the meeting of the conven- 
tion at Chattanooga, that they were high- 
ly impressed with Dr. Stakeley’s ability 
as a preacher, and his personal traits as 
a man, but as many other prominent men 
were also being suggested for the pastor- 
ate of the church, no one suspected that 
Dr. Stakeley had been singled out as the 
man to succeed Dr. Hawthorne. 

The first intimation of the fact in At- 
lanta came from Washington to The Con- 
stitution yesterday. 

Dr. Stakeley has been absent from Wash- 
ington for several days, having gone to 
Hollins institute, one of the leading female 
colleges in Virginia, to deliver the comr- 
mencement oration. 

It is impossible to say what his deeision 
will be, but as this church is one of the 
largest Baptist churches in the country, it 
is more than probable that he will accept 
the call. 

Dr. Stakeley is a manof unusual power 
and eloquence as a preacher. He is thor- 
oughly in touéh with all modern progress, 
but is said to be conservative in questions 
of church doctrine. This will make him a 
most excellent successor of Dr. Hawthorne, 
should he accept. 

The announcement that Dr. Stakeley 
has been chosen as Dr. Hawthorne's suc- 
cessor will be news to the people of At- 
lanta, as no one has had any idea who 
would be called to take his place, and this 
announcement in The Constitution is the 
first intimation that has been given as 
to who would be chosen to take Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s place. 

Sketch of Dr. Stakeley. 

Dr. Stakeley is said to be one of the 
most eloquent preachers in the Baptist min- 
istry of the south. He is only thirty-eight 
years of age and was born in’ Madison- 
ville, Tenn. ‘His parents soon after his 
birth moved to Montgomery, Ala. In 1870 
Mr. Stakeley was sent to LaGrange, Ga., 
where his youthful education was superin- 
tended by his cousin, Mr. I. L. Cox. After 
completing his education he entered the 
office of Mr. Albert H. Cox, intending to 
make the profession of law his life work. 

While in LarGange Mr. Stakeley made 
quite a reputation as an eloquent and 
dramatic speaker, and also made quite a 
reputation as a writer of verse, which trait 
has since been used by him with signal 
success on more than one occasion. 

He soon abandoned the law for the min- 
istry, feeling that he was called to that 
work. After being ordained as a minister 
by the Baptist church he went to Augusta, 
where he filled one of the leading Baptist 
churches in that city with distinguished 
ability. 

After preaching in Augusta for several 
years he accepted a call from the Citadel 
Square Baptist church, in Charleston. Dr. 
Stakeley was in charge of this congrega- 
tion at the time of the famous earthquake 
in that city. At that time his church was 
almost demolished by the shock. 

He Goes to Washington. 

After serving in Charleston for several 
years Dr. Stakeley accepted a call from the 
Calvary Baptist chureh, of Washington 
city, which pulpit he is now filling. Since 
he has been in Washingtton he -has exer- 


cised a wonderful influence in the upbuild- 
ing of his pastoral charge, and the First 
Baptist church of Washington has now one 
of the finest church edifices in the capital. 
His church is crowded every Sunday, and 
is said to have in its congregation more 
senators and representatives than any 
church in the city. . : 

As a preacher Dr. Stakeley is said to be 
very eloquent and has long been regarded 


as one of the most popular preachers in 


1 
‘the Southern Baptist church. He has @ 


very vivid way of expressing himself and 
in addition to a very liberal education is a 
wonderfully well read man’ and possesses‘ 
& mind which improves every item of its 
wide information to forcibly illustrate the 
subject under consideration. 

Several years ago Dr. Stakeley was sent 
to Europe to attend the international meet- 
ing of Baptists and he preached one of the 
most notable sermons at that gathering. 
He has also attended several meetings of 
the northern Baptist convention and has 
been invited to preach at leading churches 
in the cities in which these conventions 
have been held. | 

Dr. Stakeley was married to Miss Jessie 
Davis, of Hepzibah, Ga., and has four 
children. 


Dr. Vaughn Will Preach. 

The committee which has charge of se- 
lecting preachers to fill the pulpit of the 
First Baptist church of this city tem- 
porarily until a permanent pastor has 
been elected have invited Rey. A. B. 
Vaughn, of Canton, Ga., to preach at 
both morning and evening services of the 
church next Sunday. 

Dr. Vaughn is one of the most brilliant 
of the younger men of the Georgia Bap- 
tists and he has always taken a promi- 
nent part in the work of the state board 
of missiofs.

THE WAGES 
OF WORKINGMEN 


What the Gold Standard Has Done 
To Lower Them. 


GCLDSMITH’S TELLING CARD 


| No Wonder It Was Not Published, for 


It Hits the Gold Standard Smack 
Between the Eyes. 


The Wednesday evening’s issue of The 
Journal contained a communication from 
Mr. Diehl, attacking an article of Mr. 
J. W. Goldsmith’s. Yesterday Mr. Gold- 
smith sent the following reply to that 
paper and it was refused publication. It 
is interesting and throws valuable light 
on the disastrous’. relations existing be- 
tween the workingmen and the single 
gold standard.

dom or never has there been such a lynch- 
ing in the history of this country. Mobs 
have taken men from home and out of 
jails and have burned them, but they 
have not often been taken from the court- 
room and out of the hands of the jucge 
who was trying them. We lose sight of 
the wretched brute who was the occasion 
of all this, and the larger question of out- 
raged law confronts us. The court of jus- 
tice represents the civilization to which 
we have come through centuries of. op- 
pression and suffering. It is a guarantee 
of protection to property «nd lfe and 
homes. And its invasion by a mob jis a 
deadly menace to all that is sacred and 
precious among us, Professing to de- 
fend the sanctity of the home, ti.ey could 
do few things more hurtful to themselves 
or more demoralizing to their children. 
We greatly regret that the press did not 
take a decided stand against the work of 
yesterday. The Ledger was issued a few 
hours after the lynching. It contained a 
full report of it, and a brief edityrial in 
which “it deplores the awful course justice 
was forced to take.”’ The ‘‘course”’ to which 
the sacred name of justice is attached was 
that pursued by the ‘‘raging, furious, mad- 
dened mob,’ from the courtroom to the 
bell tower. What name should be given 
to that orderly and lawful work in which 
Judge Butt was engaged when this “‘course’”’ 
of justice began? 

There was time to think and become cool 
during the night. This morning The En- 
quirer-Sun, in its editorial, referred to the 
bad influence of taking the prisoner from 
the court of justice, but it was assumed 
that lynching was the proper punishment 
for his crime. In neither pdper heave I 
seen a line in which lynching, in itself, 
was condemned. There was an attempt 
this morning to put the responsibility of 
this work upon strangers. ‘The leaders 
and their followers in yesterday’s mob 
were not citizens of Columbus or residents 
of Muscogee county.” Even if true, this 
would hardly lift the burden of disgrace 
Which is fastening itself upon the city. 
Unless Columbus had been willing, a mob 
of strangers could not have taken posses- 
sion of it. It has two military companies, 
an efficient police force and hundreds of 
brave citizens ready for special duty. Yet 
there seems not to have been a hand raised 
against the mob after it left the courthouse. 
There seemed to be silent acquiescence on 
the part of those not actively engaged in 
the work. So far as we know no attempt 
has been made to arrest the leaders. The 
disposition seems to be to let the matter 
rest where it is. The coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of “death by unknown 
parties.’’ And a card, which was taken 
to The Enquirer-Sun office last night, sug- 
gesting that a public meeting of law-abid- 
ing citizens be calicd, and that it become 
their duty to see that the leaders were ar- 
rested and punished—wag not published. 

But we are not willing to drop the matter 
as it now is. There are many citizens of 
Columbus, and of those towns across the 
river, who must express their disapproval 
of the work of yesterday. And if they are 
not free to do this at home, they will do 
it elsewhere. . We are opposed to mob 
law in all circumstances, We maintain 
that it does not deter men from erime: it 
cheapens human life; it brings all iaw 
into contempt: it weakens instead of 
strengthening the safeguards of home, and 
it has a brutalizing influence upon all who 
engage in it. We yield to none in our ab- 
horrence of the crime for which the prison- 
er was being tried, but it does seem a 
Strange way to protect a home, to set at 
defiance the laws which were made for 
that purpose, and desecrate the very courts 
through which this protection comes to us.

“I dismissed from my mind his letter 
and would not perhaps have thought of it 
again but for your editorial notice and 
commendation of it and your concluding 
remark that, ‘The silver demagogues will 
not find it so easy to fool the workingmen 
as they think.’ I would not now address 
you but for the fact that I am sure that 
you, a democrat, by a ‘lapsus pennae’ wrote 
the word ‘silver’ instead of ‘gold.% 

‘“‘Mr. Diehl agrees with me that ‘in the 
year 1890 wages paid workingmen in 
this country were very high and that they 
were prosperous and capital was: seeking 
investment.’ This is just what I have said, 
so that there is no disagreement on that 
point, but I furthermrore contend that the 
reason theréfore is that from 1878 to 1890, 
‘under the Bland-Allison law, $2,000,000 of 
‘silver was being coined monthly and that 
in 1890, under the Sherman law, $4,500,060 
of silver was being coined and put into 
circulation; that by this large addition 
of full legal tender money to our circula- 
tion, notwithstanding the gold -standard, 
we weré much more prosperous than since 
Mr. Cleveland caused the mints to be 
closed to silver. I do not think Mr. Diehl 
can successfully controvert this state- 
ment. 

“As to comparing wages of today, when 
gold only is accessible to coinage, with 
wages in 1890-91, when both silver and gold 
were being coined, if he and those around 
him are more ‘prosperous,’ they are the 
only persons.of that kind that I have 
found aside from the great,money centers. 

“If Mr. Diehl! will any day take a little 
time and walk on our streets he will see 
crowds of idle men seeking work, and 
wherever he finds work being done on 
buildings, etc., he will see scores of hungry 
idle men seeking a job, ready to take the 
place of any nran who has had the mise 
fortune to lose his place and at reduced 
Wages at that, 

“Mr. Diehl says, ‘In 1891, when the 
Sherman law was in full blast, stagnation 
began, laborers were put out of their 
positions, and prices began to go down. In 
1892 everything was so badly affected and 
there was so little confidence in our money 
that: gold was withdrawn from circulation, 
exported or hid in old stockings. From 
every portion of the country there were 
reports of suspension of industries, banks 
were failing everywhere and the people 
were starving.’ 

“Did you ever hear such a calamity 
howl? This statement is sadly at variance 
with the official statements of Mr. Car- 
lisle. In fact Mr. Carlisle says that the 
trade of the United States in 1892 was the 
largest in the history of the country. The 
exports were over $1,000,000,000 and exceed- 
ed those of any other year by over, $100,- 
000,000, and were more than in 1895 by 
222,740,000, and our foreign trade in 1892 
exceeded that in 1895 by $318,172,500. Our 
excess of exports of gold over imports in 
1892 was $495,875, while in 1895 it was $31,- 
000,000. Instead of all of the people imitat- 
ing Mr. Diehl’'s example in hiding gold 
away in their old stockings they turned 
it loose, and in_ 189, the year that the 
Sherman law wa's enacted to coin silver, 
the percentage of duties paid in gold was 
92.1, while in 1894-5 none was paid. The 
fact is that when the mints are open to the 
coinage of both silver and gold, gold comes 
down from its exalted perch and hiding 
place and enters into circulation. But 
when it has exclusive right to coinage it 
goes out of circulation and becomes very 
dear and scarce nroney. Again, bank 
clearings and other data show that the 
shrinkage in general trade in the United 
States in 1895 had fallen below that of 
1892 by $10,000,000,000. There,is but one ex- 
planation of this awful shrinkage and that 
is on the line indicated in Mr. Carlisle’s 
prophecy—that the ‘conspiracy’ in this and 
foreign countries to establish the gold 
standard would result, as is fast develop- 
ing, into a condition ‘worse than famine, 
pestilence and war.’ and the remedy is in 
the free coinage of both silver and gold

New York, June 4.—The Chronicle’s acre- 
age report was the great feature today.

Early prices advanced 9 to l¢ 
points, then came a reaction on long liquid- 
ation here and abroad, but later on prices 
again jumped upward and closed very 
steady at a net rise for the day of 7 to 9 
points, with sales of 199,500 bales. two 
small failures were reported in Liverpool. 
The weak long interest in that market 
is now believed to have been greatly 1te- 
duced. The Financial Chronicle repub- 
lishes today a special report on cotton 
acreage, which estimates th area of 1896-97 
as being 12.9 per cent larger than last year,

Closing Higher. 
New York, June 4.—The dullness at the 
stock exchange continues, the sales today 
footing up only 112,291 shares, of which 
24,900 were American Sugar, 14,800 Tobacco 
and 9,100 Missouri Pacific. The main cause 
for the quiet condition of affairs is the un- 
certainty surrounding the. political situa- 
tion. While the friends of tHe leading 
republican candidate for the presidency 
assert that he is so uncommunicative, the 
street is undecided to wait until the con- 
vention at St. Louis is heard from. The 
recent victory of the free silver nren and 
the belief that the Chicago convention will 
come out strongly for this metal is also 
making foreign traders on the bull side 
of the account more cautious. At the 
opening the Industrials were weak, and 
the railway and International shares firm. 
Sugar was sold down on the reports of 
another decline in raws abroad, and To- 
bacco was depressed on the unfavorable 
trade conditions. London bought St. Paul 
and Louisville and Nashville to a moderate 
extent at this. time. After this little 
spurt there was a long period of dull- 
ness, but in the last hour the whole list 
strengthened under the leadership of the

The general trade, 
however, in the absence of something more 
definite, was inclined to rely on wheat for 
a motive. The course of the market was, 
therefore, downward early and upward late 
in the day. July corn opened at 28c, sold 
between 28% and 285c, closing at 28%4@28%4c 
—l\4a@%ec higher than yesterday. The cash 
market was steady at yesterday's prices 
early, but subsequently improved about 4c 
to correspond with the. futures. 

Oats were without any cheering news or 
intelligence. The Cincinnati Price Current 
reported the crop outlook fairly well main- 
tained, and the early action of wheat and 
corn tended to infiuence the market ad- 
versely. While rallying a little on the bet- 
ter tone of the other grains late in the ses- 
ston, prices did not have a full recovery.

Chicago, June 4.—l'ne very low condition 
of wheat in Ohio, Michigan and Indiana, 
as reported by the agricuitural department 
of those states, making the derogatory dur- 
ing the month of May from 6 to 2 per cent, 
was the chief cause of the strong market 
that developed the latter part of the ses- 
sion yesterday.

The result was 
that the nigh price of the day showed 
a gain of nearly 2c per bushel over the low 
point, with the feeling a little easier at the 
close. There was also a report from abroad 
that the French crop had been largely 
over-estimated, and that the quantity will 
be considerably less than expected. There 
was, however. some selling orders from 
Paris, although fairly good buying on the 
part of Liverpool houses.

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RIGHMOND READY 
FOR THE VETERANS 


Colonel West Returas from a Preliminary 
Trip to That City. 


GETS QUARTERS FOR GEORGIA 


Over 50,000 Soldiers Will Be in the 


Big Parade. 


RICHMOND WILL CARE FOR THE VETERANS 


Colonel West Tells of the Great En- 
thusiasm Existing in the, Oia 
Confederate Capital. 


Colonel A. J. West has just returned 
from Richmond, Va., where he went to 
make arrangements for the accommodation 
of the Georgia ccntingent of confederate 
veterans at the big reunion the latter part 
of this month, 

He made the necessary arrangements, 
securing quarters for General Clement A. 
Icvans in the old city hall, on Broad street, 
between Ninth and Tenth streets. This 
old building has thirteen rooms and these 
have been assigned one to each cf .the 
original thirteen states. 

Coliqnel West found Richmond all alive 
on the subject of the reunion of confed- 
erates and straining every nerve to make 
the event a grand one. They will enter- 


tain the veterans as they have rarely ever ° 


been entertained before, 

“The people of Richmond,” says Colonel 
West, “have entered upon the matter of 
entertaining the veterans in the true Rich- 
mond spirit. They are going to make 
every veteran feel at home. They have 
made arrangements to furnish  sleepimg 
quarters for 6,000 free of charge, and they 
will feed 1,000 every hour free. They have 
left nothing to be dene in the way of car- 
ing for the old soldiers who will be there. 

“Immediately upon my arrival in Rich- 
mond I went to the office of General Pey- 
ton Wise. He received me most cordially 
and helped me in the arrangements 1 
went there to make. Just now his hands 
are full, as there is @ vast rush of prepar- 
ation incident to the gathering of such a 
large number of people. I found the very 
greatest enthusiasm among the Richmond 
people concerning the reunion. Every 
family in the old capital is interested and 
every one is going to do something to help 
care for the veterans. 

“I expect it to be the largest reunion the 
confederate veterans have ever held. More 


than 60,000 old ‘soldiers will be there and | 


they will revisit the old historic spots about 
the dear old town, Which many of them 
know full well. There are many spcts if 
deep interest to the confederate around old 
Richmond. One cemetery alone contains 
27,000 dead. I visited the resting place of 
General ‘Jeb’ Stuart, and saw where thou- 
sands of other heroes were sleeping. 

“The reunion will begin June 30th, and 
will be opened by a speech by General John 
B. Gordon. There will be a number of 
receptions on the two days following, and 
on July 2d the grand parade of the old 
soldiers will occur, Fifty thousand vet- 
erans are expected to be in line and you 
can imagine what an imposing spectacle it 
will be. The corner stone of Jefferson 
Davis’s monument will be laid’'on this day 
in the presence of the great multitude of 
veterans. The oration on this occasion will 
be delivered by General Stephen D. Lee, 
of Mississippi. General Gordon will be 
chief marshal of the big parade. The pro- 
cession wil! be headed by St. Andrews com- 
mandery of Knights Templars and the 
grand lodge of Masons of Virginia, mounted 
on Black horses. 

“The exercises Will be held in the audi- 
torium at the fair grounds. This building 
will seat 9,000 people. Its size is 154x260 feet 
and its shape is oblong. It has an in- 
clined floor running .toward the rostrum. 
Above the rostrum is the band galery.” 

Following is an order issued by General 
Eivans yesterday: 

‘1. The headquarters of the Georgia di- 
vision will be at the old city hall, on Broad 
street, between Ninth and Tenth streets, 
where each camp will report its delegates 
on arrival. All Georgians are {invited to 
these headquarters. 

‘2. Lists of all confederates and delegates 
of each camp must be made before arrival 
at Richmond and conveyed to Georgia di- 
vision headquarters at once, in order that 
badges and quarters may be secured. 

‘3. All delegations must notify by mail 
or wire Captain Thomas Ellett, secretary, 
602 East Main street, of time of arrival at 
Richmond, that he may have committees 
to meet them. 

‘4. Ample arrangements have been made 
by the hospitable people of Richmondsto 
entertain all who attend the reunion. 
Rooms can be secured at a rate from $1 up 
per day. 

‘5. Camps are requested to take camp 
badges with them and any genuine battle 
flags in their possession. No special uni- 
form is required, but the old confederate 
gray will be in form. 

“6. The auditorium fs located at the fair 
grounds, and will seat 10,000 people. 

‘7. The corner stone of the Jefferson Da- 
vis monument will be laid on July 2d. Gen- 
oral S. D. Lee will be tMe orator of tne 
ay. 

‘8. The convention will be opened on 
Tuesday, June 30th, at 10 o’clock a. m., and 
all delegations should be present. Each 
state will have a definite position assigned 
to it for its delegations. All Georgia dele- 
gates will assemble promptly in the position 
assigned to Georgia. 

‘9. Confederate soldiers tn any county of 
Georgia where no camp has been formed 
are requested to meet at once and send a 
delegation selected from among them- 
selves. The Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy and the Sons of Confederates are par- 
ticularly: invited to attend the reunion. 

‘10. Parties who desire information may 
address Captain C. Loehr, 1015 East 
Main street, Richmond, Va.

CHARTER IS GRANTED 


Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern Railway 
Well Organized. 


‘ANOTHER TRACK TO MARIETTA 


Making the Railroad Distance to 
Knoxville 25 Miles Less Than 
It Is at Present. 


The incorporators of the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern Railway Company have 
obtained a charter from the secretary of 
state ‘of Georgia for the purpose of reor- 
ganizing the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad and extending its tracks-from Ma- 
rietta to Atlanta, i.us making another 
through line to Knoxville. 

The new road, when completed, if the 
present plans are carried out, will reduce 
the present railroad distance to Knox- 
ville by twenty-five miles, 

The Marietta and North Georgia was 
bought at the recent judicial sale of the 
road by the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern Construction Company, a corporation 
formed under the laws of the state of New 
York. 

The principal owner of this road is Mr.

WILLIAM’S YACHT WINS. 


The Meteor Proves a Surprise in the 
Regatta. 

London, June 4.—The new cutter Meteor, 
built for Emperor William of Germany by 
D. & W. Henderson, afier designs by C. L. 
Watson, proved herself a fast craft in the 
regatta today of the Royal London Yacht 
Club, the first race in which she has 
taken part. 

Of the other big cutters in the race, the 
Brittania, owned by the prince of Wales, 
was the only one that at any time had the 
Silghtese chance of holding her own 
against the German boat, and this chance 
faded into nothingness when the Meteor 
began to reach for home. 

Judging from today’s performance of the 
Meteor it is believed she is the most 
speedy big craft in a light wind that has 
ever been constructed in Great Britain 
and some yachting experts claim that in 
a blow she will prove herself a dangerous 
rival to any racing craft afloat. 

The course today was the regular one of 
the Royal London Yacht Club at the 
mouth of the Thames. It extended from 
off the cement works in the lower Hope to 
and around the Mouse lightship and then 
back to Gravesend, a distance of about 
fifty miles. 

The starters in the race for the large 
raters were, in addition to the Meteor, the 
Britannia, Satanita, Ailsa, Hester, Isol- 
de, _Carress and the Corsair. 

When the (Meteor hoisted hér mainsail 
‘n her making ready for the start there 
were many ejaculations of surprisé among 
those who had not seen her racing can- 
vas. She has the largest sail spread ever 
put on a single-sticker, her sail area being 
much greater than that of Valkyrie III. 

The Meteor went over the line, holding 
the weather position at 12, 17, 10, followed 
by the Britannia at 12, 17, 50. The Hester 
and Ailsa crossed close together, the 
others trailing over behing 
The Britannia soon passed the Meteor 
and was at one time half a mile in the 
lead on the run out, but the ‘Meteor round- 
ed the Mouse lightship first, Britannia 
second and the other yachts hop¢'essty 
astern. There had been several changes in 
the retative positions of the other par- 
ticipants before and after they rounded 
the lightship, but from start to finish 
they were practically out of the race. The 
times of the four which finished were as 
follows:

7.01.07, Satanita 7.04.15.

The Russian Jews of Atlanta are very 
much stirred up over a report that has 
been circulated among the voters that 
their association, the Independent Citi- 
zens’ Chub, is taking part in the coming 
election for what they can get out of it, 
and that the votes of the entire member- 
ship of over two hundred are for sale to 
the highest bidder. 

Certain parties, it seems, have approach- 
ed the several candidates with an offer 
to turn over to them between 225 and 250 
Russian Jew votes for a money considera- 
tion. These sums have been variously 
estimated. 

At a meeting of the Independent Citi- 
zens’ Club recently held resolutions were 
adopted branding the men who tried to 
barter the votes of the organization as 
“rascals of the deepest dye.”’ 

Fhe following communication was receiv- 
ed last night by The Constitution: 

“Editor Constitution: A rumor was cur- 
rent om the streets and brought to the 
notice of the Independent Citizens’ Club 
that candidates have been approached by 
gentlemen (7) with the proposition to sell 
the votes of the members of the above 
mentioned club, claiming the ability of 
purchasing the votes of said members. 
the Independent Citizens’ Club 
in a mass meeting assembled have unani- 
mousiy adopted the following resolutions, 
which we kindiy request you to publish: 

“*Whereas, Rumors have reached the 
members of the Independent Citizens’ Club 
that men have offered the candidates to 
sell the votes of said club for various 
sums; and, ’ 

“‘*Whereas, Such rumors have insulted, 
disgraced and outraged the very principle 
for which said club has been organized, 
therefore be it 

“*Resilved, That we most. indignantly 
and emphatically deny ever having author- 
ized anybody to trade our votes. 

““Resolved turther, That we condemn 
the action of the unprincipled mren who 
ever offered to sell our votes and brand 
them as rascals of the deepest dye. 

“*Resolved further, That let it be known 


now and forever that the votes of the In- { 


dependent Citizens’ Club are nota matter 
of merchandise that is to be bought, sold 
or exchanged by anybody. 

* ‘Resolved further, That the club recog- 
nizes no leader or autocrat who has the 
right to the claim of controlling the votes 
of said club. 

“*Resolved further, That this resolution 
be spread upon the minuies of the Inde- 
pendent Citizens’ Club and copies’ be 
furnished to the daily newspapers for 


publication.’

Texas Compress Men Are Being 
Brought Together on the Question. 
The Illiaois Central, the Southern Pacif- 

ic and the’ Katy are working in concert to 

get a uniform cotton bule. They have 
about persuaded the compress men of Tex- 
as to adopt a size which will be standard. 

The roads are noW working on Mississippi

North Georgia Is Experiencing 


Pleasant Weather. 

Cool weather continues in northern 
Georgia and good rains are reported from 
all weather stations in this section of the 
state. The weather has been unusually 
cooi for June during the last few days. 
The barometer is low over the _ trans- 
Mississippi region, increasing thence 
eastward to the upper Atlantic. coast 
Where it is considerably above the nor- 
mal. The rain area is confined to the 
States east of the Mississippi river, the 
heaviest falls being reported from Florida. 
It has grown from 2 to 10 degrees warmer 
over all portions of the country, except 
northern Georgia and along the Atlantic 
ones from northern Florida to New Eng- 
‘Heavy rainfalls were reported from 
Kingstree, N. C., 2.12 inches; St.; George, 
S. C., 240 inches, and Hemassee, S. C., 
2.04 inches.

CAN FIND NO TAKERS. 


Gold Men Won’t Bet on Tomorrow’s 
Result. 


It is generally admitted that no election 
in Fulton county has ever excited so much 
interest as the primary to be held tomor- 
row. It is the talk of the town, and every 
corner has its little knot of men discuss- 
ing the election. 

There would be a good deal of betting 
on the result so far as the silver and gold 
Gelegations are concerned, if. the silver men 
could find any takers. But it is so general- 
ly eonceded that Fulton will go’for silver 
that the other side are chary about tak- 
ing up any wagers. Yesterday the silver 
men were trying to get bets as high as two 
to one that the silver men would carry 
the county, and were betting even money 
that the silver delegates would be elected 
by a thousand majority. But they found 
no takers for their money. 

The general concensus of opinion is that 
the silver men will carry the county by 
from 1,000 to 1,500 majority and the more 
Sanguine make the estimate as high as 
2,000. The gold men are confident, and still 
claim that they will carry Fulton by a 
small mejority, but they are slow to back 


| their judgment, and bets are going begging 


that the silver men will carry the election 
by a good round majority.

The Result of the Great Battle Will Be 
Known Saturday Night. 


of Managers. 


ALL ARRANGEMENTS HAVE BEEN MADE 


And the Full Count of Votes Will 
Be Announced Before the Clock 
Strikes Twelve. 


The resuit of the battle of ballots to be 
waged Wm Fulton county tomorrow will be 
known by midnight, and the count will be 
made in every precinct and city ward be- 
fore the clock strikes 12. 

This announcement was made yesterday 
by the democratic executive committee, 
and after a busy session ail arrangements 
for the conduct of the primary were com- 
pleted. 

In order to aceomplish this rapid work 
ths committee decided to double the num- 
ber of managers and clerks. and to this 
end a letter was written to Chairman E. P., 
Howell yesterdey by the committee. The 
committee urged that arrangements ve 
made for an early count, and yesterday af- 
ternoon nearly all of the committeemen 
composing the general committee had sign- 
ed the request. 

In the country precincts there will be 
no difficulty in counting out the votes, 
as the polls will close at 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and the count can be easily 
made before night. In the city wards it is 
entirely different, as the polls will be open 
several hours later, and the vote will be 
several hvcndred times as large as in the 
country precincts. 

“We want the entre vote counted before 
midnight,’’ said Captain Brotherton yes- 
terday, ‘‘and this will be accomplished. We 
have appointed mcre managers and cierkKs, 
and as soon as the polls close they will go 
at once to work on the result. We will 
have tabulated statements upon which ine 
names of the eandidates have been printed, 
and as fast as their names can be called by 
the managers the clerks will write down 
the number of votes. 

“When the clock in the courthouse 
strikes 12 the result of the great battle 


been verified. In order to accomplish this 
we have been compelled to double the num- 
ber of men at the polls, but there will be 
no hitch or break, as we have made all 
arrangements necessary.” _ 
How the Count Will Be Made. 

The executive committee has outlined the 
work of the count, and every detail Jas 
been given close attention. The tally sheets 
have been prepared and the managers and 
clerks have been given all necessary in- 


structions. 
In past years the work of counting the 


vote in the city and county elections has 


always been slow and tedious, but the ex- 
ecutive committee says all of this will be 


required twenty-four hours will be accom- 
plished in one-fourth of the time. 

‘‘We will work rapidly,’’ said one of the 
committee, ‘‘and I believe with all the ar- 
rangements we have made ‘it will but 
little trouble to get the count through by 


midnight. 

‘The managers will have all the assist- 
ance they may need, As fast as the tickets 
can be taken from the ballot box the 
names will be called and the clerks wilil 
keep the tally sheets.”’

The following instructions fave bede is- 
sued by the executive committee: : 

1. In each country district polls shall 
open at 8 a. m. and close at 3 p. m.. In 
each city ward, polls shall open at 7 a. m.- 
and close at 7 p. m. 

2. Before entering upon their duties, 
the managers shall before an officer au- 
thorized to administer oaths or before each 
other, take and subscribe to the oath 
printed on the precinct returns blank. If 
managers take the oath before each other 
the ywill note the fact upon the precinct 
return blanks. In case of a vacancy or 
vacancies among the managers or clerks, 
the remaining manager or managers will 
fill such vacancies. 

3. Managers must post in a conspicuous

positon at the polling place the placard 
containing the ‘Information to Voters; and 
the information therein contained is made 
a part of these instructions. 

4. Before any ballots are received and 
immediately before the polls are opened 
the managers shall open the ballot box 
and exhibit the same publicly to show 
that there are no ballots tn the box. The 
managers shall then close and lock or seal

7. Any voter who may be challenged, shall 
be entitled to vote upon taking the follow- 
ing oath before the manager who receives 
his ballot: “I do solemnly swear that 4 
am qualified to vote according to the elec- 
tion laws of this state and the rules of 
the democratic party, and that I nave not 
previously voted in this primary election 
at this or any other voting place, that my 
vote is not influenced by a money consid- 
eration or the expectation thereof; that 1 
am a democrat and will support the nomi- 
nees of the primary election,”’ The mana- 
gers will mark such ballat “challenged, 
and will also have the clerks to indicate 
same on the “‘list of voters.” 

8. After the ballots are counted and the 
results of the election determined, and 
the blanks properly filled out, the managers 
shall sigm the list of voters, the precinct 
returns and the tally sheet, and shall place 
all the ballots,together with two of the lists 
of voters, two of the precinct returns and 
two of the tally sheets and all other 
returns and the tally sheets and all other 
papers connected with. the election, eX- 
cept one list of voters,- one precinct re- 
turns and one tally sheet, into the ballot 
box and close and seal up such ballot box; 
and across the opening through which the 
ballots were deposited into the ballot box 
the managers shall seal a piece or pieces of 
white paper on which the managers must 
write their names after such opening shall 
have been sealed as indicated. 

One list of voters, precinct returns and 
tally sheet shall be placed in an envelope 
and sealeti up and the namés of the mana- 
gers shall be written across the seal. This 
envelope shall be kept by a manager who 
will deliver ‘it and the ballot box to the 
county democratic executive committee at 
12 o’clock m. Monday, June 8, 1896, at the

The Children of Charles Cheek Are 
Suing the Insurance Company for 
Their Father’s Policy.

O. W. Andrae, who was acquitted in the 
criminal court three days ago on the 
charge of larceny after trust, has filed a 
damage suit againSt his prosecutors in the 
sum of $10,000. * 

Andrae was charged with having stolen 
two portraitures from A. L. Delkin, the 
Whitehall jeweler, and now Andrae 
claims that the charges were without 
foundation and that he wag prosecuted 
maliciously, and asks that he be @iven a 
verdict for $10,000 punitive damages. 

The suit was filed by Attorney Burton 
Smith and some rather sensational charges 
are nrade in the petition, ‘“Andrae says 
he was followed from the store by Mr. 
Delkin, who accused him of stealing from 
the house. Though he says he vigorously 
denied the charges, he was turned over to 
a policeman and carried down to the 
station house, where he was detained for 
several hours. 

Andrae is an expert engraver of pho- 
tographs, which he reproduceg on gold and 
silyer, and has been in the employ of Mr. 
Delkin for several weeks. He says he gave 
Mr. Delkin thirty days notice that he was 
going to leave the store. When the notice 
had expired, Andrae says he turned over 
the keys and was leaving, when he was 
followed up the street by Mr. Delkin, who 
made the accusations of theft. 

The trial was reached in the criminal 
court this week, and Andrae was acquit- 
ted by the jury. He thereupon filed the 
damage suit. In the petition he alleges 
that Mr. Delkin made the charges on ac- 
count of malice and spite, and declares 
that one of the pictures We was charged 
with having stolen had been sent to 
Mobile, while the other he thinks was 
probably in the store at the time of his 
arrest. ) 

He says he was carried through the 
streets as a thief, and after being de- 
tained at the police station was humiliated 
in being compelled to ask his friends to 
sign his bond. Andrae says he has in- 
curred expense in securing attorneys, and 
has been published to the world as a thief, 
when he ciaims he was not guilty.

' RANG T00 FEW FARES 


Conductor Foley Convicted of Tampering 
with a Car Register. 


THE JURY SAYS HE IS GUILTY 


The Evidénce Showed That Conductor 
Foley Rang in the Fares and Then 
Changed the Register. 


J. E. Foley, the young man who was 
employed by the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company as a conductor, 
and was charged with having run his car 


4 register backward in order to defraud the 


company, was convicted yesterday sn the 
criminal court. 

The trial consumed most of the day, and 
the verdict was reached late In the after- 
noon. Judge Candler sentenced Foiey to 
pay a fine of $50 and costs or remain in the 
county jail for six months. 

Foley came to Atlanta from Norfolk, Va., 
and was employed by the street car cum- 
pany as a conductor. He was running on 
a car from the exposition grounds to Grant 
park, and the officials charged that while 
his car was at Grant park Foley turned 
the register backward until it registered 
about 200 fares less than the number he 
had collected during the day. 

A number of witnesses were placed upon 
the stand, among whom was Superinten- 
dent Hurt. Mr. Hurt testified that the 
register could be rung backward in about 
eight minutes, and was an easy matter to 
be turned the wrong Way, so as to hide 
the figures shown on the dial. 

Foley made a statement to the jury, de- 
nying his guilt. He stated that he Was 
running with a motorman named West, 
who was drunk on that night, and reported 
him in order that Foley would not report 
that he was drunk while on duty. 

“IT am perfectly innocent,’’ said Feley 
yesterday, ‘‘and if I had desired to cheat 
the company I could not have run the reg- 
ister down without some of the passeagers 
knowing it. 

“West, my motorman, was drunk, and 
he was afraid I would report him, so he 
tried to get me out of the way by saying 
that I ran the register down and changed 
my trip sheets.”’ 

Superintendent Hurt stated that as soon 
as he had been informed that Foley had 
turned the register back he went ort to 
Grant park, and secreting himself in the 
darkness, watched the conductor, but did 
not see him attempt to tamper wiih the 
register. 

The friends of Foley say they will raise 
the money and pay his fine and the court 
costs. 

Verdict for Mrs. Samuels. 

A verdict was reached yesterday morn- 
ing in the case of Langfield Bros. against 
Abe Foote & Brg., and Mrs. Samuels won. ; 

The case has been on trial for several 
days in the superior court, before Judge 
Lumpkin. Several months ago the trunk 
manufacturers gave a mortgage to Mrs. 
Samuels for $4,000. 

The creditors filed a suit asking that the 
mortgage be set aside, as it was given for 
no consideration. The jury was out sever- 
al hours, but returned a sealed ‘erdict, 
which was opened yesterday :norning. 
Woodward Lumber Company Wins. 
Verdicts in both cases against the Wood- 
ward Lumber Company were retur:ed by 
the jury yesterday, and Sam Dempscy and 
his mother, Mrs. Mattie Dempsey, were 
refused any damages in the case. 

The petition alleges that Sam Dempsey 
Was employed by the Woodward I.umber 
Company, and while in the discharge of 
his duty was severely injured. 

Sam Dempsey iestified that he Wes or- 
dered by the foreman to replace a hbvelt in 
a shafting. In order to reach the shafting 
he walked across a plank, from which he 
fell to the grounds, breaking his ieg. 

The. boy and his mother both fled suit. 
He sued for the injuries and she sued for 
the wages he would have earnad had the 
accident not occurred. Albert &’ Hughes

Carter represented the Woodward Li mber 
Company. :

JUDGE BECK DENIED THE /Mo- 
TION YESTERDAY. 


The Case Will Be Carried Up on a 
Fast Bill of Exceptions Which | 
Will Stay the Execution. 


— 


Taylor Delk will not be given a new trial 
before. Judge Beck, and his case goes to 
the supreme court on a_ bill of excep- 


tions, 

After a long and tedious hearing of the 
motion, in Jackson yesterday, Judge Beck 
refused to grant the motion. Colonel Den- 
son then announced that the case would 


be appealed at once to the supreme court. 

The decision of Judge Beck did not 
create any surprise, as the cases of Tom 
and Taylor Delk were appealed on almost 
the same grounds, and when a new trial 
was refused Tom Delk, the attorneys of 
Taylor Delk had but little hope that their 
client would be given another trial. 

Colonel Denson spent the day yesterday 
in Jackson, and his argument was full and 
comprehensive. He took the position that 
Taylor Delk had not received a fair or 
just trial, as the public mind was in- 
flamed with prejudice and undue influence 
had been brought to bear upon the jury. 
At the hearing a number of affidavits were 
introdticed bearing directly upon the trial. 
Several prominent citizens of Pike county 
testified voluntarily that Taylor Delk had 
been railroaded through the courts with- 
out the slightest show of justice. These 
affidavits were secured by Attorney Charles 
Haden, who is associated with Colonel 
Denson in‘the defense. 

“Tl am not surprised in the least,”’ said 
Atterney Haden, yesterday, ‘‘for I had 
taken it for granted that the motion would 
be denied. We had, of course, to make the 
motion before we could appeal the case to 
the supreme court, and it was but a mere 
matter of form. 

“When the case is heard in the supreme 
court, and the evidence is reviewed, I have 
not the slightes@® doubt but De!k}) will 
be accorded a new trial. The affidavits 
are exceedingly strong and we are sure 
to win in the end. Taylor Delk is not 
guilty, and I do not believe he will ever 


heng.”’ 


Execution Will Be Stayed. 

A!thcugh the motion for a new trial was 
denied, this does not mean that Taylor 
Delk will be hanged on June 19th. 

The mcnent the case is appealed :+to the 
supreme court, the execution will be stay- 
ed and Delk can defy the scaffold until 
the decision of the highest court is handed 
down. . 

If the supreme court reverses the judg- 
ment of the lower court, Delk will be 
given another opportunity to fight for his 
life. In case the supreme court should 
affirm the verdict of the superior court, 
Delk would be resentenced. | 

The attorneys of Delk will carry the case 
before the governor, however, before giv- 
ing up whhope, as they have _— stated they 
would use every means in the law in behalf 
of their client. 

The case of Tom Delk will be treated in 
the same manner as that of his father. 
Attorney O’Brien is now preparing a bill 
of exceptions which will be filed with the 
supreme court within the time allowed by 
law. 

Judge Beck’s Action Indorsed. 

A citizen of Pike county, who was pres- 
ent at the trial and well acquainted with 
the facts in the case, was in the city yes- 
terday. 

“If Dak had been acquitted,’’ said he, 
‘“‘there would have been a double lynching. 
Judge Beck did what was right and he did 
all he could do, If there kad been any de- 
lay. it would have meant death to the 
Delks. That is all there is in the mat- 
ter. The people felt tney had been out- 
raged and that law and order had been 
dragged in the dust. Sheriff Gwynn was 
a good man and a faithful officer, and his 
death wwuuld have speedily been revenged 
had the law been delayed.”
